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Telephone solicitors 
had better beware! 

Newt^ protects residents from harassment

Effective July 1, it is against the law in Virginia 
for telephone solicitors to harass people with sales 
pitches. I am writing to let people know how they 
can protect their right to privacy with two of my 
bills passed by the 1986 General Assembly and 
signed by Governor Baliles. These bills were in- 
troduced because several of my friends and con- 
stituents were upset about computer and live calls 
"a t inoonvcnicnt -4imes. S^ne recorded eaU» even 



tied up people's lines when they needed to make 
emergency calls for medical assistance. These com- 
puter-rec orded calls ar e banned by one of the bills, 

If you get such a call, please listen to the entire 
message and write down the date and time of the 
call and the name of the company, the type of 
product or service, and any telephone number or 
address given. If the message invites you to give a 
recorded reply for further contact, please reply 
favorably to invite further contact. Then call your 
local Commonwealth's Attorney and report ail of 
the information. You can find the Common- 
wealth's Attorney telephone number in your local 
government listings in your telephone book. The 
Commonwealth's Attorney will be prepared to 
respond and prosecute any person or company that 
violates this law. 

Other legislation deals with telephone solicitation 
to a residence by live salespeople. It makes any sale 
by telephone call to a home illegal and unenfor- 
ceable. No contract is valid unless it is in writing, 
signed by the buyer, and accompanied by a notice 
and form for cancellation of the sale within three 
days of signing. Also, the caller must tell you im- 
mediately that he or she is a salesperson. Therefore, 
if any business tries to enforce a telephone sale by a 
bad credit report or a law suit, you should contact 
your local Consumer Protection Office, or, if your 
locality does not have a local office, you may call 
toll-free, 1^1^^52-9963^ aad^ receive fissistance 
from the Vifgdiia ""Cbnsumef Affaifs offidc in 
Richmond. 

In order to deal with calls from out of state, I 
plan to call upon legislators in neighboring states 
and our congressmen to follow the lead of our 
General Assembly in getting rid of this national 
nuisance. North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Maryland have adopted similar legislation, 
previously. 

Local Delegates and Senators were instrumental 
in the passage of this legislation. They will be 
pleased to hear of your support for this legislation, 
which has received an outpouring of public ap- 
proval and encouragement. 

With your readers assistance we can service 
notice on telephone solicitors that our homes are 
not a place of business and that a person's home is 
his or her castle.

Virginia Beach motorists need sober drivers and 
safety belts to survive the July Fourth holiday and 
prevent crash injuries and fatalities throughout the 
year. 

"Last year, 10 people were killed in Virginia 
traffic collisions during the four-day holiday," said 
Division of Motor Vehicle Eteputy Conmiissioner 
John T. Hanna. "Because traffic will be especially 
heavy this July Fourth wmkend and travelers will 
be preoccupied with vacation plans and holiday 
celebrations, buckling up and driving sober are 
vital for crash protection. ' ' 

Drinking drivers who endanger themselves and 
others are a major but preventable problem. Allow 
only sober persons in the driver's seat. Report 
motorists who appear intoxicated to state or local 
police. 

"Buckling safety belts and properly securing 
young children in child safety seats is one of our 
best defenses against drinking, drugg^ and/or 
careless drivers," Hanna added. "If everyone 
remembers to buckle up we can save hundreds of 
lives in Virginia, prevent thousands of injuries and 
decrease overall Konomic loss« associated with 
highway death and injury by as much as $135 
million annually."

The firefighters at Engine and 
Truck Company Two, located on 
Haygood Road, recently took 
possession of a new ladder truck. 
The truck was built by the Pierce 
Company, a company in Wiscon- 
sin. 

The unit cost approximately 
$480,000. It has a water pump on 
it that can flow 1 ,500 gallons of 
water per minute. It has an 
automatic transmission and the 
ladder is all steel construction. 
This ladder is 105 feet in height 
when fully extended. 

A ladder truck is different 
from the pumper truck. The lad- 
der is used for reaching trapped 
people or fires in tall buildings. 

The Virginia Beach Fire Depar- 
tment has five ladders located in 
different parts of the city. They 




are at the Haygood fire station 
which is pictured here, the Kem- 
psville fire sUtion, the Plaza fire 
station, the Oceana fire station in 
Great neck and the oceanfront 
fire station. 

There are at least three city 
professional firefighters on each 
ladder truck. Their job is to 
locate victims trapped inside the 



burning building. They arc also 
responsible for cutting a hole in 
the roof to let out the hot gases 
and smoke to allow the engine 
company to get to the base of the 
fire and extinguish it. 

Go by your fire station and ask 
for a tour. Ask for a 911 sticker 
and put it on your telephone.

Japanese 
tree has 
potential 
locally 




Tree farming has never really 
caught on iff VtrgtntrBeach. 

Competition from develop- 
ment pressure and agriculture, as 
well as shrinking local timber 
markets, have made growing 
trees for profit tmappealing here. 

In the face of rapidly rising 
land values, few landowners can 
justify allotting large acreage to 
an investment with a 30 year or 
more time horizon. What tree 
farming demands here is a tree 
that can be grown on small 
acreage with a shorter harvest 
cycle than our native forest trees. 
Up until now, only the Christmas 
tree species offered the prospec- 
tive tree farmer an alternative 
crop. However, a Japanese tree 
may soon offer high potential 
profits to some risk taking 
growers. 

The "Princess Tree," or 
paulownia, is not well known in 
this country, but is highly prized 
by the Japanese. They use it for 
building many cultural artifacts 
including the "tansu," a 
ceremonial bridal chest, the 
"koto," a musical instnunent, 
shoes, veneer, and business car- 
ds. The wood has several proper- 
ties highly prized by the 
Japanese. It is highly fire and m- 
sect resistant, it seals tightly when 
damp, and is strong but very 
lightweight. Japan can no longer 
grow its own paulownia because 
of tree disease and the coimtry's 
gTowm$ populatioQ. So tt^e 
Japanese have had to turn in- 
creasitigly to the United States 
for the tree they prize so much. 

Paulownia is not native to Nor- 
th America. It came from Europe 
in the 1800's where it was com- 
mon practice to pack deUcate ob- 
jects for export in the tree's light, 
fluffy seeds. The seeds were 
discarded and, once in the wild, 
Paulownia spread quickly 
throughout the eastern U.S. It 
can be found occasionally in local 
woodlots. 

The tree's promise of profit 
arises, in part, from its quick 
growth. The tree can easily grow 
six feet per year with growth ex- 
ceeding 10 feet not uncommon. 
This means a shorter harvest 
cycle for the tree fanner. Resear- 
chers estimate that a crop of 
sawlogs can be harvested after 15 
years, an extremely short time for 
a forest crop. 

Another promise of profit 
arises from Paulownia's high 
value per tree. At current prices, 
it is more valuable than black 
walnut, this country's most 
valuable forest tree. A properly 
grown 15 year old Paulownia 
could be worth several hundred 
dollars. Up to 500 trees cotild^be 
grown per acre on the right land. 

There are risks though, plenty 
of them. Paulownia has not been 
adequately tested as a sawlog 
crop on coastal plain soils. 
Today's demand now may not 
exist 15 or 20 years from now. 
Also, too many growers could sh- 
arply depress current prices. 
While very valuable, the demand 
is all in the Orient. No native 
market exists for Paulownia. On 
the other hand, should U.S. 
manufacturers develop an in- 
terest in the tree, the potential 
return for growing Paulownia is 
tremendous. 

Paulownia plantations are 
quite labor intensive and water 
demanding the first few years, so 
is suited only for small acreage 
plantings. This makes it ideal for 
this area where small farms and 
woodlots are becoming more 
common. Virginia Beach is also 
well situated for export with port 
faciUties nearby.

Good 
teaching should be the outgrowth 
of professional climate; it should 
not occur despite the lack of 
professional treatment, as it now 
does in too many of our schools. 
If administrative evaluation by 
teachers is the only way to make 
progress in this area, it is time for 
our system to take this bold step. 

It is exciting to be an educator 
in this time of focus on 
educational reform. As the 
citizens and leaders of the twenty- 
first century of Virginia Beach 
and our nation are in our classes 
today, we must insure that they 
are afforded an education that 
vyill en able their success. Efforts 



to miprove our schools in 1986 will 
enable our city to reap bountiful 
benefits in the next century.

If advised to evacuate before hurricane, do it! 



If a hurricane threatens 
Virginia Beach, keep listening to 
your local radio or television 
station for the latest Weather 
Service advisories as well as 
special instructions from local 
government officials. The first 
rule to remember is that when 
you are advised to evacuate-do 
so immediately. Evacuation is 
always an option, but it is a 
lifesaving means of protecting 
yoarsrtf and your family. 

He famitfaf with Vi^iaia!, 
Beach's evacuation plan 
procedures-what route you will 
take to go to designated safe 
areas. Fill you car's fuel tank to 
be prepared in case evacuation 
should be necessary. There is 
always the possibility that service 
stations may be inoperable after a 
storm strikes. 

Residents of low-lying areas 
that may be swept by high tides 
or storm waves should evacuate 
such areas without delay. It 
would be extremely dangerous to 
be caught in your car on an open 
coastal road. Roads to safer areas 
could become flooded before the 
full force of the hurricane strikes, 
and getting out of such areas 
could be further complicated by 
the fact that the density of 
population in some areas makes 
it mathematically impossible for 
the few roads to accommodate 
everyone within one day. 

If your local government ad- 
vises evacuation of your area, 
DO SO IMMEDIATELY. Do 
not wait to see "what develops." 
Keep your car radio on to listen 
for further instructions, such as 



the location of emergency 
shelters. 

If you live inland, away from 
the beaches and low-lying coastal 
areas, your home is well con- 



structed, and local authorities 
have not called for evacuation in 
your area, stay home and make 
emergency preparations.

Hurricanes can cause power 
and water failure. Make sure 
battery-powered equipment such 
as radios and fiashlights are in 
good operating condition. Your 
battery radio could be your only 
source of information in a 
hurricane emergency. Store a 
supply of drinking water in clean 
bathtubs, jugs, bottles, and 
cooking utensils because your 
normal water system may be con- 
taminated or damaged by the 
storm. 

— -Boar&vp windows or protect 
them with storm shutters or tape. 
Danger to small windows is 
mainly the fesult of wind-driven 
debris. Larger windows may be 
broken by wind pressure. 
Although tape may not keep a 
window from breaking, it is an 
effective way of preventing flying 
glass. 

Secure outdoor objects that 
might be blown away. Garbage 
cans, garden tools, toys, signs, 
porch furniture, and a number of 
other harmless items can become 
weapons in hurricane winds. 
Boats should be moored securely, 
or moved to a designated safe 
area before the storm arrives. 

As you monitor Weather Ser- 
vice advisories, be alert for tor- 
nado watches or warnings. Tor- 
nadoes are often spawned by 
hurricanes. Should your area 
receive a tornado warning, seek 
inside shelter immediately, 
preferably below ground level. 

— When the storm arrives, STAY 
IN YOUR HOUSE, until you 
have been advised that the storm 
has passed. Travel is extremely

Grollman and Sweder's book is 
not a discussion of the emotional 
adjustments or the feelings of 
guilt through which many parents 
anguish. It is, however, a 
thoughtful checklist of concerns 
that working parents need to con- 
sider. 

Things to Do with Toddlers 
and Twos by Karen Miller is 
another practical read. For the 
parent or caregiver interested in 
activities that will teach and 



stimulate small children, this is a 
handy and easy to follow guide. 

Miller describes sensory ex- 
ploration, language development 
and different forms of 
movement. Her book is not an in- 
depth discussion nor is it a 
guaranteed approach to in- 
creasing your child's intelligence. 
But, as a basic tool for en- 
couraging and observing a tod- 
dler's development, it is a gem. 

I rwommend The Working 
Parent Dilemma for parents who 
would like to increase their 
children's confidence about their 
"non mom and dad" hours. 
Tkin^ to Do with Toddlers and 
Twos will strengthen adult 
awareness of toddlers' develop- 
ment in everyday environments.

No dogs in back 

Dog ordinance amended 

A recent ordinance amendment by Virginia Beach City Council states 
that effective Monday, July 7, it will be unlawful for anyone to allow a 
dog to ride in an open motor vehicle that makes it possible for the dog to 
jump or be thrown out of the vehicle. 

Open vehicle spaces include the open bed of a truck, the interior of a 
convertible with the top down or removed, the rear storage portion of a 
station wagon with the tailgate open, and the open trunk or hatchback 
of any vehicle. 

The operator of any such vehicle is deenjed responsible for any dog 
inside, and violation of this ordinance will result in a Class 4 
misdemeanor.w ith a fine of up to $100. 

The ordinance does not apply to open vehicles when the dog is 
adequately caged inside, or to a vehicle that is fully enclosed except for 
open windows.

Dana Andrews discusses sobering expferience

He was the hard-boiled detec- 
tive who fell in love with Gene 
Tierncy's portrait in Laura, the 
innocent victim of a lynch mob in 
The Ox-Bow Incident, the skep- 
tical psychologist who doubted 
the supernatural goings-on in 
Curse of the Demon, and the 
clean-cut, disillusioned war hero 
in The Best Years of Our Liva. 

Dana Andrews, 77, was all of 
those people. 

He's one of the few actors with 
the chameleon-like versatility to 
make himself believable in almost 
ev«7 motion picture genre from 



mysteries, to westerns, to sentimen- 
tal melodramas, to horror, to ac- 
tion-adventures to science fic- 
tion. 

But never has Andrews been 
more convincing than as a ^- 
%mvc racounting the nal-life 
drama of his bout With 
alcoholism. 

"I have no desire to drink," he 
said, "but I do have a desire to 
tell people about it." 

That wish brought Andrews to 
Virginia Beach to speak at a 
banquet benefitting the Virginia 
Beach Alcohol Detoxification 
Facility. 

The city-operated center, 
housed in a small portable struc- 
ture located off Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, has, for two years, 
been offered as an alternative to 
jail for those found publicly in- 
toxicated. 

Andrews toured the facility 



with Rev. Fritz H. Stegemann, 
pastor of the Open Door Chapel 
and chairman of the event, and 
expressed approval for it. 

"/ have no desire to 
drink, but I do kav0^^ 
desire to tell people 
about it"^Dana An- 
drews, reformed 
alcoholic. 

The Kiot, attu^ plainly in a 
black and white checked sport 
coat, navy blue slacks and a 
smart maroon foulard tie with a 
matching handkerchief, exhibited 
none of the glitz and glamour 
associated with tawdry Tin- 
seltown. 

Instead, he seemed just like 
your average Joe-a man who 



simply wanted to hdp others by 
discussing his own mistakes. 

Andrews' easy-going manner 
calmed a few nervous journalists 
as he laughed, smiled, and 
reassured them that, "I know the 
vahie of the press. In Hoflywood^ 
reportws are very important!" 

Looking pointedly at 
Stegemann he observed. "My 
father was a minister you know. 
He wouldn't let me go to the 
movies." 

But if Andrews couldn't go to 
the pictures, he was determined 
to be in them. He hitchhiked 
cross-country to Los Angeles, 
and contracted with Samuel 
Goldwyn and Twentieth Century 
Fox. 

"They had to notify each other 
in advanw when they wanted to 
use me," Andrews chuckled.

Council debates over Green Line meeting

Controversy over a special 
meeting last Tuesday spilled over 
into Monday afternoon's regular 
Council meeting when former 
Mayor Harolcf Hcischober tried 
to block approval of the minutes 
of the meeting. 

At the same time, Heischober 
brought to the floor for another 
vote the same resolution ap- 
proved in the special meeting. He 
said he made the motion in the in- 
terest of cooperation and under- 
standing and "to make it a 
proper resolution." He said it 
was not a question of legality or 
illegality, but of trying to move 
Council ahead. He said, 
however, that he questioned the 
legality of the special meeting. 



Sponsors of the special meeting 
saw Haschober's move as an at- 
tempt to label the meeting and 
any actions taken during the 
meeting as illegal by l«ving the 
minutes tabled and unapproved. 

Council approved 

Heischober's motion on the 
resolution by a unanimous vote 
but only after the minutes were 
untabled by a vote of 8-3 (with 
Fentress, Jones and Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan 
dissenting), and approved by a 
vote of 8-2 (with Heischober and 
Councilman John A. Baum 
dissenting, and Fentress ab- 
staining). 

The resolution requires the 
City Council and the Planning 
Conunission to hold joint public 
meetings during July and August 



on the possibility of downzoning 
properties south of the Green 
Line. The only change in the 
resolution passed last week and 
the resolution passed this week 
was a change in the word 
"hearings" to "meetings," 
sug^ted by Jones, to allow 
more flexibility ui the sessions. 

The meetii^ was called during 
the special meeting on July 1 for 
the reorganization of Council at 
the requnt of new Council mem- 
bers John Moss, Nancy Packer 
and John Perry. Baum and 
Hesichober did not attend the 
meeting which immediately 
followed the reorganizational 
session, because they questioned 
the legality of calling a special 
meeting without prior notice to 
Council members. 



Fentress attended the meetings 
but abstained because he con- 
sidered the meetings improper. 

After Monday's meeting 
Parker pointed out that quick ac- 
tion was needed because of the 
expiration on July 1 of the 
building moratorium south of the 
Green Line. 

Perry, Parker and Moss, along 
with Meyera Oberndorf and Bar- 
bara Henley threw their support 
behind Jones for mayor when 
Oberndorf failed to get enough 
votes to win. Oberndorf was elec- 
ted Vice Mayor. Reba McClanan 
had the support of the other 
Council members for mayor. 

Indications of the approaching 
dissension over the special 
meeting came early during 
Monday's session when Baum 



made a motion to table approval 
of the minutes. 

Baum said that neither the 
Council nor the press were givoi 
prior notice of the special 
meeting. He said he would have 
voted for the resolution but that 
"when anyone calls a special 
meeting we have a right to leave. 
I thmk it's foolish for anyone to 
sit there and be taken advantage 
of." 

The minutes approval was 
tabed by a motion of 6-5 with 
Henley, Moss, Oberndorf, 
Parker and Perry voting against 
the motion. 

During the unfinished portion 
of the meeting Monday, 
Heischober first moved to ap- 
prove the resolution. 

"If we reaffirm," asked Ober- 



ndorf, "are we saying the first 
(approval) is illegal." 

"That _.p»ight offer a 
suggestion," said City Attor- 
ney Dale Bimson. 

"If the minutes are never 
ratified what effect will that have 
on the resolution?" asked 
Henley. 

Bimson suggested having the 
minutes approved. 

Heischober said that would not 
be acceptable. 

Perry suggested first approving 
the minutes and then approving 
the molution. 

Parker pointed out that the 
resolution is not calling for 
downzomng but a study of down- 
zoning. She said that she objected 
to the manner in which the issue

Striped Bass act 
is positive move 

By U.S. Senator JiAn Wvner 

Senate passage recently of the Atlantic Striped 
Bass Conservation Act marks an essential step in 
further protecting and restoring this popular fish to 
its previous abundant stocks. 

The Senate bill would amend the Atlantic Striped 
Bass Restoration Act of 1984 and require both the 
Secretary of Interior and the Secretary of Commer- 
ce to review recommendations of, Jhe Atlantic 
States Marine Fisheries Commission's (ASMFC) 
before deciding whether to impose a moratorium. 
Any decision to impose a moratorium on the 
; of striped bass must be made jointly,. 

In May, Warner and Sen. Paul Trible (R-VA) in- 
troduced the "Atlantic Striped Bass Temporary 
Moratorium Act of 1986." The Virginia 
lawmakers' bill would impose a minimum nine- 
month ban on striped bass fishing in Atlantic 
coastal waters.

A moratorium was needed because of the lack of 
uniformity of laws among Atlantic coastal states to 
protect the striped bass. 

The measure passed ensures that all states will 
participate equally in the effort to save the Atlantic 
Striped Bass. 

The varying regulations among states is counter- 
productive and provides an advantage to watermen 
in states that have not adopted closed seasons over 
watermen in states, like Virginia, that have such 
restrictions. 

At its peak in 1973, the harvest of striped bass in 
Virginia wsb 3 million pounds per year. By 1985, 
the level had dropped to \QO,QOO pounds per year. 
The Chesapeake Bay and its tributaries were once 
the spawning ground for 90 percent of the striped 
bass stocks. At present, only 50 percent of the 
stocks are from the Chesapeake Bay. 

In Virginia there is a minimum size standard as 
well as a six-month moratorium on the taking of 
striped bass in the Chesapeake Bay. 

Our stringent conservation measures, coupled 
with the diligent efforts to clean up the Chesapeake 
Bay that I have enthusiastically supported, have 
resulted in clear signs of progress in the resurgence 
of striped bass stocks in the Chesapeake Bay. The 
measure that the Senate has now passed continues 
this effort. 



Arts Center will make 
reisort city cultural center 

Virginia Beach has long been known as a resort 
city, but on Monday, the city took a step toward 
being a cultural center as well. 

Groundbreaking ceremonies for the city's new 
32,000 square foot Arts Center were held, with 
Virginia Governor Gerald Balil^ and Virginia 
Mayor Robert Jones att«iding. 

The center will give residents a chance to 
regularly experience live performances, hear sym- 
phonies and perhaps even see some ballet without 
having to go to Norfolk .

So far, private citizens and industry have 
donated $2.7 million to help build the center. City 
government has offered $1.5 million in additional 
funds and will provide more on an "as needed" 
basis.

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Virginia Beach travelers 
shouldn't take risks 



. Only you can decide whether 
the excitement or relaxation of a 
European vacation outweighs the 
risks of terrorism this year, but 
one security advisory group 
believes Virginia Beach travelers 
can take steps to limit those risks. 

Although the threat of 
terrorism has caused an estimated 
20 to 2^ percent of potential 
European travelers to change 
their plans this year, State Depar- 
tment statistics show that only 12 
Americans were killed in terrorist 
incidents last year out of 6.4- 
million who visited Europe. 

Although no one should tempt 
danger for the sake of a wacation,- 
those who must travel to Europe 
can Hnd comfort in the tightened 
security policies now in effect at 
most European air terminals and 
CTuise ship ports, and by taking 
sensible precautions, can increase 
their personal safety even more. 
Relying largely on statistics and 
analyses of past terrorist inciden- 
ts, it compiled this list of com- 
mon sense safety precautions for 
traveling abroad: 

•DRESS: Do not flaunt your 
Americanism by wearing flashy 
jewelry or clothing that would 
quickly identify you. 

•CARRIERS: When traveling 



within Europe, use the trains or, 
if you must fly, choose a carrier 
from a neutraJ country, such as 
Switzerland. 

•AIRPORTS: Avoid large air- 
ports, if pbssible, by traveling to 
smaller, less prominent airports. 
Spend as little time as possible 
in the ain>ort shops, restaurants 
and ticketing areas. 

•HOTELS: Although a big 
hotel is likely to be more security 
conscious than a smaller one, a 
small hotel is less likely to be a 
target for terrorism. In either 
case, ask for a room on a lower 
floor where you will be closer to 
"*fedp in Bit emergency. 
\ •PUBLIC PLACES: When 
visiting museums, landmarks and 
other public buildings, beware of 
suspicious, untended shopping 
bags and briefcases that could 
cointain explosives. Do not in- 
vestigate. Notify guards or 
cl^ks. 

•OUTDOORS: Avoid places 
where Americans congregate, 
such as American Embassies 
wliich usually have enough guards 
but sometimes are the scenes 
of ugly demonstrations. Inquire 
at your hotel before venturing in- 
to quaint local places that might 



turn out to be hangouts for 
various warring factions. 

•COMMOTIONS: If you hear 
shouting, screaming or shots, get 
down on the ground quickly. 
Don't try to determine what's 
happening. You can laugh it off 
later if the noise turns out to be 
unbridled revelry or a car back- 
firing. 

•PASSPORTS: If you feel that 
your ethnic-looking name might 
single you out for trouble, you 
may drop a majden name opihid- 
dle name on your passport, 
although a legal name cannot be 
changed on a passport without a 
court order. However, frequent 
travelers should consider ob- 
taining additional passports so 
that when visiting some coun- 
tries, one passport does not in- 
dicate visits to political foes. 

•EXECUTIVE PLANNING: 
Businesses should brief their 
frequent corporate travelers on 
the do's and don'ts listed here 
and take steps to ensure swift 
response if any ctnnplex issues 
such as ruisom demands and 
handling the media, are encoun- 
tered. Power of Attorney, he^th 
and blood type records should be 
placed on file to assist 
authorities. 



Enjoy, be safe at amusement parkS; 
advises National Safety Council 



With record attendance expec- 
ted at the nation's amusement 
parks this year, the National 
Safety Council urges park visitors 
from Virginia Beach to take these 
simple steps that can help the day 
be safe and enjoyable. 

•Read distributed park 
literature. Become acquainted 
with guest services such as 
strollers, first aid facilities, 
restrooms, picnic areas and ac- 
commodations for the handicap- 
ped. Pay special attention to any 
sp^alized medioU warninp. 

•Watch for tripping hazards 
such as litter and uneven walking 
surfaces. 



•Consider your personal ride 
limitations. How are you affected 
by height, rspeed, or movement? 

•Listen carefully to verbal 
warnings and instructions from 
ride operators. 

•Secure loose garments, hats, 
glasses and other possessions 
while riding. 

•Don't remove ride belts or 
restraint bars. Remain seated 
during rides, and keep arms and 
lep inside the car. 

•Allow time to rest. Take 
breaks for refreshments and for 
protection from the sun. Bring 
along sun protection, such as a 
sun screen or blocking lotion. 



•Carry only an adequate 
amount of cash and necessary 
credit cars. Leave jewelry at 
home. 

The Council also advises 
parents to: 

•Never allow children to sit on 
your lap during a ride. 

•Check for "lost parents" 
facility upon arrival to the park. 

•Carry current photos and 
descriptions of your children. 

•Make sure your children 
know your full name.

Plastics killing 
hundreds of fish 



What avoidable pollutant in 
our oceans is killing millions of 
seabirds, sea mammals and fish 
each year, causing more death 
than spilled oil? It is plastic,the 
miracle product that eases 
household and industrial work, 
according to International 
Wildlife magazine, published 
bimonthly by the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

By some estimates, nylon 
fishing gear, plastic bags and 
other forms of nonbiodegradable 
plastic waste in the oceans are 
killing up to a million seabirds, 
100,000 sea mammals and count- 
less fish each year. And their 
deaths, reported in locations 
aroutid the world, are often 
horrible, according to the 
magazine story by Michael 
Bowker. 

Plastic in the sea can trap fish, 
mammals, turtles and birds in 
knotted tangles, causing death by 
drowning, strangulation or star- 
vation. When creatures eat the 
plastic, which is not digestible 
and not easily excreted, they can 
contract a host of ailments or 
they are unable to put enough 
fooid into their stomachs to sur- 
vive. 

California fishermen find 
dozens of pelicans each day 
which have become entangled in 
fishing nets. One study has in- 
dicated that nearly one-third of 
the fish in the Atlantic Ocean 
have plastic pellets in their 
stomachs. 

The death toll is not surprising 
in light of the amount of plastic 
dumped into our oceans. A 
recent report by the U.S. 
National Academy of Sciences 
estimated that up to 350 million 
pounds of packaging and fishing 
gear may be lost or dumped each 



year oy commercial fishermen 
and sailors. Millions of more 
pounds may come from in- 
dividuals, private boats and the 
waste streams of factories. 

The hapless victims are 
wildlife. The natural curiosity of 
seals prompts the animals to nose 
into plastic cargo strapping ban- 
ds. The result is death by 
strangulation as the animal grows 
and the band around its neck 
does not. 

In their search for fish, sea- 
birds such as pelicans acciden- 
tally dive into the yokes that hold 
together six-packs of beverages. 
The plastic rings can clamp their 
beaks shut. And sea turtles can- 
not tell the difference between 
plaatic basr and jellyfish, which 
are part of their normal diet. 

Scientists have recommended 
new laws to prevent sailors from 
dumping plastic waste over- 
board. They also have urged that 
plastic be recycled instead of 
discarded, and that filters be 
placed on the outflows from 
plastics manufacturing plants. 

Some states have responded to 
the growing and gruesome 
problem. The legislatures of 
Oregon and Alaska recently 
passed legislation requiring that 
all six-pack yokes biodegrade 
within 120 days. And an annual 
beach clean tip orguiized by the 
Oregon Fish and Wildlife Dqiart- 
ment last year netted more than 
25 tons of plastic debris in that 
state alone. 

Ultimately, citizen education is 
needed to solve the problem. 
"Most people are not awue of 
the devastating effects of plastic 
pollution," one scientist obser- 
ved. "When they are educated, 
they will begin putting pressure 
on those who are causing the 
problem."

She said that the preliminary 
subdivision plan of Nov. 5, 1984 
shows that the development in- 
cludes 653 dwellings— single 
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family and townhousn. 

A June 16 staff report shows, 
however, that 824 dwelling units, 
464 single family and 360 
townhouses are included. Henley 
pointed out that this is an in- 
crease of 171 units from what was 
approved. "I wonder where the 
units came from?" she asked. 
She also said that sewer was sup- 
posed to be sized to save 653 
units. She wants to know where 
the sewer capacity for the 171 
units is coming from.

was being handled. She said the 
minutes were not approved 
because two people left the 
meeting. Nine stayed and eight 
approved. 

"The attorney said we had met 
the letter of the law," said 
Parker.

Henley made a substitute 
motion to consider the minutes 
and to approve them. Obemdorf 
seconded the motion.

An advisory referendum on the 
direct election of mayor nhay be 
on the ballot for the November 
general election. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones, Mon- 
day afternoon at an informal 
meeting of Gpuncil moved ahead 
on the issuefby calling for a 
workshop wl)acm will include a 
rfgort'^-fronrihe Conmiission on 
Locil Government. The Com- 
mis^on in October 1985 recom- 
mehded a change in the city's 
charter to include the direct elec- 
tion of mayor. 

To change the code, which now 
has Council choosing the mayor, 
the city through its legislators 
would have to petition the 
General Assembly for enabling 
legislation. 

An advisory referendum or 
public hearing with approval by 
City Council would be needed to 
put^the-^-questioa-^^belMe' 4he 
General Assembly. 

With a favorable referendum 



in November, the issue could be 
placed before the 1987 General 
Assembly. 

During the General election 
last November, the Citizens Ac- 
tion Coalition coltected 
signatures of approximately 
15,000 citizens supporting the 
popular election of mayor. 

The voters and Council are ex- 
pected to approve a popular elec- 
tion of mayor, but the question 
remains on how this should be 
done. 

The Commission on Local 
Government had tied the popular 
election recommendation to a 
recommendation for the reduc- 
tion in the number of Council 
members from 11 to 9, including 
the mayor. Under the Com- 
mission's proposal the city would 
be divided into eight boroughs of 
equal population rather than the 
seven boroughs at present. All 
Council members and the mayor 
would be elected at large but 
borough resident would be 
required of each ©f-tfie-other 
eight members. 

Under the plan, lots would be 



drawn after the 1988 election and 
redistricting to determine which 
four of the eight borough 
representatives would be elected 
in 1990 for a two-year term and 
which for a four-year term. At all 
elections after 1990 all would be 
elected for a four-year term. 

The mayor would be elected by 
the voters at large in 1990 and 
ev«y four years thereafter for a 
four-year term. 

However, the only part of the 
recommendations which seems to 
have been accepted by Council is 
the direct election of mayor, 
which leaves how this will be 
done up in the air. 

Council has generally been 
cool toward the idea of giving up 
the present system of seven 
borough representatives and four 
at-large. 

Jones also announced that he 
would set aside the period from 
6:30 to 7 p.m. on the fourth 
Monday of Uie month meeting 
fOTtdl presentations, Tesolutionr 
and recognitions. The regular 
meeting starts at 7 p.m.

The craft show was the "brain- 
child" of member Carol 
Mulkey, who introduced it to 
Preceptor Alpha Xi Chapter of 
Beta Sigma Phi in 1978 as a 
possible Ways and Meuis and 
Service project. Since its incep- 
tion, the show has grown in many 
ways. 

The first show in 1979 was held 
at the Virginia Beach Dome. 
Eighty booths were rented to 
local exhibitors and the public 
responded very nicely to the flrst 
oideavor with an attendance over 
1,500. From the show's proceeds, 
couplers, a device hooked to the 
telqihone of hearing impaired 
individuals enabling the in- 
dividual to receive messages, 
were purchased. Eleven pagers 
were presented to the new coro- 
nary Care Program at Virginia 
Beach General Hospital. 
Doimtions wereTnadeto the Nor- 
folk S.P.C.A. and to the Alice 
Brewer White Memorial Scholar- 
ship Fund at Old Dominion 
University. 

THe show was again held~ BT 
1980 at the Virginia Beach Dome 
and 81 exhibitors participated. 
From the proceeds of this show, 
Preceptor Alpha Xi was able to 
purchase a Cardiac Infant 



Monitor for the Tidewater Guild 
for Infant Survival. This monitor 
is now being used at Hampton 
General Hospital in Hampton, 
Virginia. Two more couplers for 
the hearing impaired were also 
purchased and another donation 
was made to the Alice Brewer 
White Memorial Scholarship 
Fund. The attendance for the 
show increased to over 2,000 
people. 

With still 81 booths and atten- 
dance again increasing by 500 in 
its third year, a scholarship was 
awarded to the daughter of a 
member of another chapter to 
help her with her medical career, 
two television adapters were pur- 
chased for the hearing impaired 
for the Deaf Missionary Church 
of Norfolk and the Camelot Nur- 
sing Home of Virginia Beach.

In 1982 the show was moved to 
the new Virginia Beach Pavilion 
with one hundred twenty 
IbxBibTlors; Wtthrthe attendance 
now over 3,500, proceeds were 
used to purchase a color 
television for the Deaf 
Missionary Church and ad- 
ditional equipment for the Cystic 



Fibrosis Clinc. A donation was 
also made to the microbiology 
laboratory being established at 
King's Daughters Children's 
Hospital. 

The members decided that the 
1983 show's proceeds should be 
used to buy racing and basketball 
wheelchairs and uniforms for the 
Virginia Beach Sun Wheelers, 
Inc., a local handicapped athletic 
organization. With 120 
exhibitors, the show began to 
earn a reputation for displacing a 
high caliber of crafts.

Everyone in the 
area covered by a watch should 
listen for further advisories and 
be prepared to act promptly if 
advised to do so. 

A hnnteaiw warning indicates 
the hurricane winds of 74 miles 
an hour or higher, or a com- 
bination of dangerously high 
water and very rough seas, are 
expected in a specific coastal area 
within 24 hours. Safety actions 
should begin immediately. 

The National Weather Service 
issues hurricane probabilities as 
part of its official advisories as a 
hurricane approaches the U.S. 
Such probabilities («pressed as 
percentages) are issued four times 
a day and are used by your local 
government officials to make 
emergency decisions and give you 
emergency preparedness instruc- 
tions.

Maritime Historical Museum undergoing changes 
to pay homage to Beach's legendary lifesavers

Wedged between a hotel and a 

parking lot on 24th and Atlantic, 

Jhe two-story Cajge Cod-style 

¥uilding with tHc tower jutting up 

from the roof looks slightly out 

of place. But for nearly 83 years, 

the building served as the home 

for the U.S. Lifesaving Service 

inr Wcf7 ToFWe' ir.s:ncr6a^^^ 

Guard. 

Since that time,, there have 
been a lot of changes in Virginia 
Beach and in the building itself. 
Five years ago, the building 
became the Virginia Beach 
Maritime Historical Museum, 
displaying artifacts from the life 
and work of men who rescued 
sailors from shipwrecks and 
saved drowning swimmers. 

Martha Price, community 
relations director, said discussion 
began a few years ago to redesign 
the whole museum. "We felt that 
the exhibits were not really 
displayed in a manner that 
brought together the story of the 
Lifesaving Service," she said. 

Chris White, a noted museum 
designer, was brought in to see 
what could be done. 

The first step was putting in an 
exhibit at the entrace of the 
museum. It is a model of men 
from the Lifesaving Service 
known as "surfmen" rescuing a 
sailor from a sinking ship. A 
miniature model of the museum 
is featured in the exhibit and was 
built by Virginia Beach resident 



Tommy nagie. rTice said the 
exhibit introduces visitors to 
what the museum offers. 

The next step was to redesign 
the upper and lower galleries 
Life-sized fepfSaiicliSiiir'or o 
photographs, graphics, carpet 
and track lighting were instaU«l. 

The central display in the lower 
gallery is the surfboat exhibit. 
Large "CutOBts, photographs of 
the different surfmen who 
worked along the coast, stand 
above a model of a surfboat - a 
large rowboat usually used to get 
to ships in distress. 

In the upper gallery, models of 
ships and ships' equipment has 
been enhanced by carpet and 
track lighting. Paintings by local 
artist and architect Carlton Ab- 
bott are also displayed. Price said 
Abbott's paintings are one of 
many changing exhibits they plan 
to have in the upper gallery. 

But Price said there are even 
more changes planned for the 
museum. They will be recreating 
a bunk room, so visitors can see 
how the men lived. There also 
will be an exhibit on the many 
shipwrecks along the Virginia 
Beach coast. Price said facts 
about each shipwreck will be on 
four-sided turntables, allowing 
people to look at as many as they 
want. 

Price said they get a lot of 
requests to go up in the building's 
tower. Consequently, they are 
adding an exhibit on the tower to 
allow visitors to experience it 
without actually going in it. 



The whole renovation will 
probably cost somewhere around 
$200,000, according to Price. So 
far, the museum has raised about 
$125,000 in pledges. Although 

le museum i&«ity- property. 
Price said the city is not con- 
tributing anything to the project. 

Even though there will be 
many changes, some things about 
the museum will iiQt.clian&e.... 
Price said the artifacts, models 
and photographs are the same 
ones displayed before the 
remodeling. 

The 50 volunteers who have ac- 
ted as guides for visitors, pointing 
out interesting details and an- 
swering questions, will also be in 
the galleries. 

"Being a small museum, we're 
able to chat with people," Price 
said. 

One such volunteer is Tom 
McGarvey, who has been with 
the museum for two years. He is 
one of the guides for the upper 
gallery, and his enthusiasm for 
the ship models is very plain. 

McGarvey escorts visitors 
around, pointing out little details 
on the models or explaining how 
they were built. He seems deter- 
mined that visitors not miss 
anything, like the 10,000 year-old 
Mastadon tusk found two years 
ago in Virginia Beach, hidden 
away in the display case full of 
scrimshaw artwork. 

Price said she hopes the 
museum's renovation will attract 
more visitors and allow them to 
better apprecrate the heritage left 
by the surfmen.

For Virginia Beach residents 
Thomas and Martha Doran, 
seeing that their son Keith 
received a good education was 
something of a battle. 

Keith recently graduated from 
the Model Secondary School for 
the Deaf, an experimental high 
school in Washington, D.C. for 
the hearing impaired. 

Martha Doran and Keith went 
to Washington mainly because 
the middle school he was atten- 
ding in Virginia Beach didn't 
want him in class. (See sidebar on 
school system's programs.) 

"There wasn't hardly a week 
when I didn't have to go to the 
school to keep him in there," she 
said. "I was determined that he 
get an education." 

When Keith was in. seventh 
grade, the Dorans were told he 
would have to repeat. Keith was 
failing almost all of his courses. 
The school suggested putting 
Keith in a special class for deaf 
students, but it meant Keith had 
to get up early, catch a bus, then 
wait an hour or two for another 
bus to the class. The Dorans said 
they decided against it. 

The school tested Keith, and 
Martha said they immediately 
enrolled him in ninth grade. 

The only real difference bet- 
ween MSSD and any other high 
school is that sign language is the 
primary form of communication.

according to Thomas. 

Students live right at the school 
in dormitories, like a college 
campus. In fact, the high school 
and an elementary school are on 
the Gallaudet college campus, 
the only liberal arts college in the 
nation for the hearing impaired. 
The high school is free, and 
draws students from 43 states and 
several foreign countries. 

After classes, students are 
required to participate in some 
kind of activity. "They just 
couldn't lay around and be 
lazy," Martha said. 

Keith especially 6njoyed 
swimming, she said, and even 
won a swimming meet last year. 

The school also requires 
students to take classes in various 
career fields, from business to 
manual labor. Martha said

Schools have 
programs 
for disabled 

The Virginia Beach school 
system offers a variety of 
programs for the hearing im- 
paired, according to Dorothy 
Barber, director of community 
relations. 

In one case, the Lions Club 
has provided a special 
microphone device for a child 
in kindergarten. Barber said 
the device allows the child to 
hear classmates and instruction 
from the teacher. 

She said there are also many 
more programs for disabled 
children, including a special 
class in Pembroke to help 
students with hearing problems. 

"I've seen a great deal done 
for children with specUl 
needs," she said. 

Joseph Lowenthal, of the 
school system's public infor- 
mation department, said it 
would take years of research to 
answer the Dorans' allegation 
that the school system could not 
educate Keith properly. He said 
the Dorans only had one side of 
the story. 

Barber said the school system 
has a number of students with 
hearing problems, but "they 
are receiving special attention 
to meet their educational needs 
better." 



city steps forward in reclaiming Ocean Park for public

The city has taken a giant step 
toward reclaiming Ocean Park 
Beach for the public, ap- 
propriating $250,000 along the 

way. 

Three ordinances relating to 
the beach were adopted Monday 
afternoon as emergency measures 
to take advantage of an offer by 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers to 
use the beach as a s«;ond«7 
spoils site. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones said 
that replenishment of the beach, 
using sand dredged from Lyn- 
nhaven Inlet by the Corps of 
Engineers, can start as early as 
October. 

Since the cu)'^ u^uw^hip of 



the land is being contestwl. City 
Council is using its condemnation 
powers to secure the property for 
public use regardless of the out- 
come of the litigation. In the 

litigation, the city is claiming 
ownership of the land in a suit 
filed against Paul M. Lipkin, 
receiver for Ocean Park Cor- 
poration, a defunct corporation 
owned by Edwin Lindsley, in 
Norfolk Circuit Court. 

For the Corps to use the 
property as a spoil site, the city 
has to show it has some right to 
the land. Accordingly, it is 
requesting the Virginia Beach 
Circuit Court for a right of entry, 
placing $250,OfiO in escrow to pay 
for the land involved in the con- 



demnation proceedings. 

David H. Hag, on the aty at- 
torney's staff, told Council that 
the $250,000 appropriation does 
nrt reflect how much the property 
is worth but is the maximum 
amount the court would rwjuire 
the city to place in escrow. He 
said that the value would be 
based on professional appraisals 
and that they may be more or 
less. He added that he would 
think they would be substantially 
less. 

Robert Vakos, president of the 
Virginia Beach Hotel Motel 
Association questioned the im- 
pact on the resort beaciies. The 
sand from the Lynnhaven 
dredging has been used to 



replenish ihc lesort beaches 
which need 150,000 cubic yards a 
year. The Ocean Park replenish- 
ment will need 100,000 cubic 
years. 

Dredgings in 1982 and 1984 
yielded about 225,000 cubic yards 
of sand. However, the Corps 
estimated it will need to remove 
approximately 120,000 cubic 
yards this year. 

City enginefif Donald 
Trueblood explafned that if the 
city requests the Corps lo dredge 
additional materials, it will be 
charged an estimated $2.50 to $3 
a cubic yard, but the actual cost 
won't be known until bids are 
received sometime in September. 

The city also has paid $4.50 a 



cubic yard in hauling costs to get 
the sand from the Lynnhaven 
spoils site to the resort beach. 
The city has supplemented the 
dredging materials with materials 
purchased from contractors from 
borrow pits at a cost (in 1986) of 
$6.50 a yard. v 

With the Ocean Park Beach 
designated as a spoils site, no 
hauling cost for the restoration 
will be incurred. 

Councilman John Moss wants 
the public to realize the fiscal im- 
pact of the program. The 
$250,000 is being borrowed from 
the Ocean Park storm drainage 
project and will have to be 
replaced. 

The ad(Ution.*I «uiu wnich will 



have to be purchased for the 
resort beach will add to the cost 
and, next summer, when the 
Corps does not dredge the inlet, 
the city will have to purchase all 
of its sand at a higher cost. Moss 
sees the cost at closer to $1.3 
million and asked, "who's going 
to pay?" 

"I know we're embarking on 
something very expensive," said 
Councilman John A. Baum. He 
added that he did not see the 
Ocean Park project as going 
beyond one time. 

Trueblood estimated the 
100,000 cubic yards would be 
us«l to put in a 50-foot wide

Fair solution 

needed in 

fee controversy 

Last week, the Tidewater Builders' Association 
announced it was suing the city. The TBA wants 
the city to stop imposing a water impact fee and 
refund fees collected since January, when they went 
into effect. The fees would help pay for the Lake 
Gaston pipeline. 

The builders' association says the fee is set so 
that new homeowners pick up most of the cost of 
the pipeline. TBA president Wendell White says he 
thinks that isn't fair. The fee now is at $2,1 12 for a 
new connection to the city's water system. 

Another problem in the case involves an initial 
study conducted by the city's consultant. TBA 
found thir^ee majibr problems with the study. 

They say the city agreed to iron out those 
problems before July 1, or would take the study to 
an independent consultant for evaluation. 

\Vhite says the city smootheaBuTtwo preblems, 
Involving the number of current customers and 
average water consumption, but never did correct 
the third problem-reducing the impact fees by half 
like TBA wanted. The city reduced the fee by 7 per- 
cent. 

A new study was issued by the city, but TBA says 
it was completely reworked and says it did not ad- 
dress the three earlier problems. White says they 
will not accept the new study. 

TBA also claims the city never contacted an in- 
dependent consultant. But the city says it did offer 
the names of several consultants and never heard 
back from TBA. 

It seems the whole episode has been marked by a 
lack of communication on both sides. The city ap- 
parently never informed TBA about the new study. 
For its part, TBA held a press conference announ- 
cing the suit before talking with city officials. 

Although White denies it, it looks as though 
TBA is pressuring the city to give in to his 
demands. After all, if the water impact fees are 
reduced, it means less cost to builders and new 
home buyers. More homes might be built, allowing 
a profit for builders. 

TBA does seem to be concerned about making 
the fees liiore equitable, whatever its motivation 
might be. 

The important issue here is the possibility of a 
new water supply and how the city will pay for it. 
The water impact fee is one way to do it, but the fee 
should be distributed equally among those who will 
be using the new system. 

It will not be easy deciding who is right and who 
is wrong in this case. It is hoped that the court con- 
sidering TBA's request for an injunction will not 
only look at what the TBA wants and what city 
government wants, but what would be the fairest 
solution for Virginia Beach residents. — S.M.B. 



Direct 
election 

There seems to be much support for direct elec- 
tion of the Virginia Beach mayor. Recently, the 
Council of Civic Organizations sent a resolution to 
the city council requesting a referendum on the 
November ballot for a charter change to allow 
voter election of the mayor. In addition. Mayor 
Robert Jones has called a workshop on changing 
the charter. - 

Many feel this will eUminate some of the tensions 
on the city council. 

Direct election of the mayor is a good idea. 
However, it will probably not solve all of city coun- 
cil's problems. Another step needs to be taken. 

Last year, the Commission on Local Govern- 
ment issued a report on the direct election of the 
mayor and included a recommendation to reduce 
the number of council members from 1 1 to nine. 

The commission had even worked out a schedule 
where the two council scats would be eliminated 
gradually. In fact, the plan would not go fully into 
effect until 1990. 

The commission's plan seems like a good one. 
Unfortunately, the city council has not been very 
enthusiastic about it, although it does support 
direct elation of the mayor. 

But having fewer council members could actually 
benefit the council in the long run. With fewer 
members, there is less possibility for differences of 
opinion. This could mean council business will get 
done faster. It also means that hopefully there will 
be less negative publicity in the media. 

The council should consider working out an ac- 
ceptable plan for decreasing the number of council 
members, along with dir«:t el«:tion of the mayor. 

In the long run, city government will be better 
able to serve the people it represents.— S.M.B.

Since our 
laws remain unenforced, 
producers and distributors of the 
most offensive obscenity enjoy 
safe harbor in which to operate. 
For example, 80 percent of the 
pornography generated in 
America is produced in Los 
Angeles County, yet there has not 
been a significant indictment 
brought against a pornographer 
there in more than ten years. The 
illegal material product in LA is 
then shipped across state lines for 
distribution throughout the 
Western world, in clear violation 
of federal law. 

Today, there are virtually no 
prosecutions brought by the 
Federal Trade Commission or the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The Department of 
Justice has only indicted 14 
"porn purveyors" since 1981. 
The Post Office overlooks 
100,000 daily violations of postal 



law and the Customs Service 
makes no effort to intercept adult 
pornography coming into the 
country. Despite the outcry from 
all quarters against child por- 
nography, only 5 percent of the 
black market product is caught. 
The Internal Revenue Service 
places little pressure on organized 
crime, which controls 85 percent 
of all pom produced in the U.S. 
Lastly, respected media colum- 
nists defend this awful industry in 
the name of our cherished First 
Amendment. 

Are we so blind, deaf and 
lethargic that we are willing to 
feed the enemy of our souls, shut 
our eyes to pure filth, and turn a 
deaf ear to the cry of abused 
women and violated children? 

I believe that our media has a 
responsibility to its reading 
community to ferret out the 
whole truth on a matter as serious 
as pornography; that federal of- 
ficials have a duty to enforce 
criminal laws on the books; that 
communities have a right to fair 
representation by their police, 
council people and represen- 
tatives; and that the only 
unregulated business in America 
be regulated.

Avoid injury from sports 



Summer, with its longer days 
and warmer weather, has always 
been a season for increased 
recreation in Virginia Beach. 

Millions of Americans participate 
in summer sports such as 
baseball, tennis, rollerskatlng, 
boating, waterskiing and swim- 
ming. More than 780,000 injuries 
are reported each year from these 
activities alone. 

There are some precautions to 
take against injury. 

In sports such as baseball, soft- 
ball, soccer, boating and skate- 
boarding, protective gear is 
available and should be worn. 
Helmets, life preservers, 
facemasks, chest and throat pro- 
tectors, kneepads and mouth 
guards will protect effectively. 



Choose safe places. Check 
playing fields for rocks, glass and 
holes. Swim in areas supervised 
by qualified lifeguards, and 
where water is free from 
pollution, hidden underwater ob- 
jects, fast currents or undertows. 
Never dive into shallow water. 

Beware of heat stress. Accor- 
ding to the most recent statistics 
from the National Safety Coun- 
cil, excessive heat was responsible 
for neariy 200 deaths in the 
United States in 1982. To avoid 
heat stress problems, drink plenty 
of water before, during and after 
strenuous exercise. Avoid 
alcohol, as this causes 
dehydration. Rest frequently and 
stay in the shade when not 
playing. Pour water on your head 
to reduce body temperature. 

Take it easy in all sports at the 



beginning of the season. Work 
gradually back into condition 
before trying to duplicate last 
year's accomplishments. 

Keep a first-aid kit on hand. 
The kit should include a cold 
pack or ice, gauze bandages and 
an antibiotic spray or cream. 
Treat injuries such as sprains, 
strains and bruises with cold for 
the first 24 hours, heat after that. 
Consult a physician if pain per- 
sists, or if a bone fracture or 
muscle injury is suspected. 

Boating accidents accounted 
for 1,063 deaths and 2.709 in- 
juries last year. Of the deaths, 
941 were caused by drowning. 
The National Transportation 
Safety Board estimated that 400 
to 800 to these fatalities wo-e 
alcohol-related. As in driving an 
automobile, never operate a boat 
under the influence of alcohol.

Most of the questions concer- 
ned, storm surge, a dome of water 
that is part of the heart of a 
hurricane and can cause water 
levels to rise. "When it rises, it is 
the most deadly part of a 
hurricane," Eskey said. 
— ™^nejdvic league reeresent«!tjxe, 
said he was concerned about the 
possiblity of surges in Lynn- 
haven, Broad and Linkhorn 
Bays. Eskey said it would not be 
^„^p, critical in those areas as it 
would be in the northeast, 
especially in Hampton. He said^ 
model put together by the Army 
Corps of Engineers showed that 
under the worst conditions, the 
water level in that area could rise 
as much as 18 feet. 

Eskey also said time is a 
critical factor. If a storm surge 
occurs at low tide, it may not be 
as severe as a surge that happens 
during high tide.

The 
resolution calls for a prior public 
hearing or approval of the local 
government body before the 
policy is implemented in a 
locality.

The abundance and variety 
of fresh Virginia fruits are at 
their peak during the summer 
months.

The state of Virginia is in a 
critical drought situation, accor- 
ding to S. Mason Carbaugh, 
commissioner of the Virginia 
Department of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services. 

Hot temperatures combined 
with extremely dry soil moisture 
conditions are severely damaging 
Virginia's important hay and 
pasture lands as well as corn, 
soybean, potato and tobacco 
crops. 

»iiiuui.j Oil 01 uie state is in 
severe drought situation, except 
the extreme western and south- 
western areas, according to the 



Virginia Agricultural Statistics 
Service. 

Only 22 percent of the corn 
crop is in or beyond the silk 
stage, compared with 37 percent 
at this time in 1985, Clarence 
Dunkerley, state statistician, 
said. 



The dry weather has forced 
some beef and dairy producers to 
feed short hay supplies to cattle 
due to inadequate pastures, while 
others have sold livestock 
because of scarce forage crops, 
Dunkerlev saifl 



Hay yields may already be 50 
percent below average yields at 
this point in the growing season, 
he said. 

Potato farmers on tl* Eastern 
Shore are also feeling the brunt of 
the dry conditions as rtiany are 
expecting light yields cfimpared 
to the record crop last year. 

"Corn is just as bad right now 
as it was during the drought of 
1980 when it was do*h 25 per- 
cent," Carbaugh said. "If the 
drought continues, other crops 
will be affected as well."

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Flooding requires insurance 



Summer activities often end 
suddenly when thunderstorms 
arrive in Virginia Beach. Sudden 
storms can cause flooding in 
communities unnrenarcd for the 
devastating damages that often 
result. 

Although thunderstorms and 
flooding can striice anywhere, of- 
ten without warning, there are a 
number of steps that can be taken 
to lessen the impact of floods on 
families and homes. 

•Learn the safest route from 
home and work place to high 
ground. Knowledge of these 
routes will provide an extra 
margin of safety if a hurried 
evacuation is necessary, 
especially at night. 

•Never attempt to drive 
through water over a road. The 
flooding may have eroded the 
road or washed out bridges or 
culverts. 

•Keep battery-powered radio.

•If caught in a building by 
suddenly rising waters, move to 
the second Hoor and, if 
necessary, to the roof. Then wait 
for help. Rescue teams will be in 
the arcu. 

According to the federal 
government's National Flood In- 
surance Program, measures 
should also be taken now to 
protect your home before unex- 
pected floods strike. 

•Purchase flood insurance. 
Many people do not realize that 
their homeowners' polices do not 
cover flood losses until after their 
property has been damaged. 

There is normally a five-day 
waiting period before policies 
become effective, so ask an in- 
surance agent if you have flood 
insurance.

Summer thunderstorms can 
bring sudden floods. In fact, 
summer is one of America's 
most devastating flood 
seasons. In the last four years, 
the National Weather Service 
documented an average of 90 
floods per summer. 

Summer flooding may strike 
without warning, but there are 
several precautions that in- 
dividuals can take in advance 
to protect their homes and 
families against the losses that 
floods can bring. Flood in- 
surance can be purchased to 
cover damages to homes and 
their contents, and a number 
of safety precautions can 
be observed to reduce injury 
or loss of life. 

Jeffrey S. Bragg, head of 
the Federal Insurance Ad- 
ministration, cautions that 
most homeowners' insurance 
policies do not cover losses 
due to flooding.

broker. 

"Flood insurance is 
available to anyone who 
wishes to insure property in 
any of the nearly 18,000 com- 
munities throughout the coun- 
try that have agreed to adopt 
and enforce floodplain 
management ordinances," 
says Bragg. "In fact, almost 
35 percent of the claims paid 
by the NFIP are for losses that 
occurred in areas thought to 
have only minimal to 
moderate flood risk," Bragg 
said. Last summer alone the 
NFIP received over 4,400 in- 
surance claims for flood losses 
and spent over $27,250,000 in 
claim settlements. 

Flood insurance can't stop 
the floods from coming, but it 
can help to rebuild homes and 
communities after the water 
goes down.

Desalting water for Virginia 
Beach consumption is 
economically unfeasible and en- 
vironmentally unsound, Thomas 
M. Leahy III, water resources 
engineer with the Public Utilities 
Department, told Council Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Leahy recapped numerous 
reports and studies from recent 
years to conclude that the Lake 
Gaston water resource project is 
the best alternative and more 
than three times less expensive. 

The U.S. Corps of Engineers 
which also had recommended 
Lake Gaston to meet a projected 
"T^er supply need of 55-fflgd-- 
(million gallons a day) in 
Southside Hampton Roads by the 
year 2030, recently released a 
supplementary report which fur- 
tho- bolsters this position. 

The report was made, Leahy 
said, in answer to criticism from 
desalting advocates. The report 
finds that the cost for Gaston 
water would be $12 million a year 
compared to $67 million a year 
for desalting seawater by the 
reverse osmosis process and $19 
million a year for desalting 
brackish water. 

A major . drawback, Leahy 
said, is the insufficiency of 
brackish groundwater in Virginia 
Beach. 

In the meantime, private wells 
used in some areas of the city are 
drying up at an alarming rate, 
Leahy said. He said that every 
Monday he receives calls from 
well drilling firms and residents 
reporting on failing wells. He 
said that the city historically has 
considered the Great Neck and 
Little Neck areas the leaders in 
failing wells because the elevation 



is high, me city is finding com- 
munities in other areas of the 
city, such as Kempsville, also 
reporting failing wells. 

Leahy estimates the irrigation 
accounts for 90 percent of the use 
of well water. He said that the 
city is prioritizing the areas in a 
program to make city water 
available. 

Councilman Albert Balke said 
that the city should determine the 
source of funding to furnish 
water to the communities and to 
consider voluntary restrictions. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones 
requested City Manager Thomas 
H. Muehlenbeck to prepare 
figures on the cost and to provide 
a plan for volimtary restrictions. 

Balko also asked about the in- 
trusion of sea water in the ground- 
"wHeTT""""™ 7 

Leahy said that the experts are 
"sure it's happening but don't 
know the extent." 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that improved well 
technology makes for more ef- 
ficient wells with a capacity to 
pump out more water than the 
rain can replace. 

Leahy said that in North 
America no city even one tenth 
the size of Virginia Beach uses 
desalted water as a water resource. 
He said that in the Middle 
East, desalting is used to provide 
30, 40 or 50 million gallons a day 
in conjunction with a power 
plant. He said that desalting 
requires a great amount of 
power, but that fuel is cheap in 
the Middle East while water is 
expensive. 

If desalting were used here, he 
said that the power source would 
be Virginia Power, coal and oil, 
or in the case of thermal 
desalting, fuel oil. 

He pointed out that with the 
seawater reverse osmosis process, 
one-third of the power generated 



at the Kerr reservoir would be 
needed to operate the water 
plant. 

In the Middle East, he said, 
land is cheap, the brine can be 
left to evaporate in the hot 
climate and pollution laws are 
probably less stringent. 

A significant problem in 
desalting is the disposition of the 
brine. Where plants are small, 
say 5 mgd as are most of the plants 
in Florida, the brine can be 
allowed to flow into the streams 
with no adverse environmental 
effect. But the size of the plant 
needed to serve Virginia Beach 
would require expensive 
, disposition of the brine. 

Florida also, said Leahy, has a 
greater and more accessible sup- 
ply of brackish water . 

Leahy's Bgufef 6n the cost of" 
obtaining water, 49 mgd for 
Virginia Beach and some other 
south Hampton Roads com- 
munities, are different from the 
Corps figures but lead to the 
same conclusions. 

While Lake Gaston costsTn the 
early years of development will 
be greater than desalting brackish 
water, costs will be reversed in 
later years. 

Leahy finds that comparing 
average costs for the 40-year 
period - 190-2030 - the Lake 
Gaston project will cost $9.8 
million a year more than if the 
city were able to continue pur- 
chasing water from Norfolk 
which it cannot do without a 
supplemental source. Brackish 
water desalting would cost $44.1 
million per year more and 
seawater desalting would cost 
$260 million per year more. In 
discounted 1990 dollars, the three 
figures are projected to be $4.7 
million a year more, $9.3 million 
a year more and $52.4 million a 
year more.

City Council has approved the 
issuance of $9,875 miUion in In- 
dustrial Development Revenue 
bonds to six applicants. 

In actions Monday afternoon, 
it also deferred until Aug. 4 an 
application of CBN University 
for $5 million in bonds for 
student housing on the CBN 
complex on Centerville Turnpike. 
CBN representatives will be 
asked to be present then to an- 
swer questions on the ap- 
plication. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
asked whether Council members 
had any criteria on which to base 
their decisions or whether they 
were expected to rubber stamp 
recommendations of the In- 
dustrial Development Authority. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones ex- 
plained that the IRBs have been 
controversial, but that if the city 
does not approve the requests the 
applicants can go to a neigh- 
boring city for the bonds. In that 
case the local authority will lose 
the fees it would ordinarily 
receive. Kevin Cosgrove, from 
the city attorney's office, said 
that the Authority receives one 
eighth of one percent for IRB's 
and three-fourths of one percent 
for housing bonds. 

The IRB's were established by 
the Federal government to 
generate business for localities. 
However, critics claim the system 
has been abused. 

Jones said that the city is 
hoping that Congress takes ap- 
propriate action. 

In one way or another, the 
IRB's will be killed by Congress, 
said Heischober, either by 
removing their non-taxable status 



or removing the value of projects 
as tax shelters. 

Since the interest on the bonds 
are not taxable, lending 
organizations now can make 
loans available at lower interest 
rates.

Voluntary water me urged 



High temps = low water

The city is aslcing Virginia 
Beach residents to start conser- 
ving water in the wake of the 
recent high temperatures and 
small amounts of rainfall. 

Clarence Warnstaff, director 
of the city's department of public 
utilities, said by asking people to 
conserve, it does not mean the 
water supply is in critical or 
dangerous condition; "It's sim- 
ply a recognition that we are in a 
drought condition," he said. 

The city purchases its water 
from Norfolk, which gets water 
supply from lak«Si weHs and river 
pump stations. Right now, War- 
nstaff said the reservoir is at 73 
percent capacity and Norfolk is 
monitoring the situation 
carefully. He said the next two to 
five weeks will determine whether 
or not the situation becomes 
critical. 

If it does, Warnstaff said they 
do have emergency wells the city 
can fall back on. 

He said conserving water will 
help ease the situation if the 
weather continues to be hot and 
dry. 

However, Thomas Leahy, a 
water resource engineer, said they 
have had reports of private wells 
drying up in the Great neck and 
Little Neck areas of Virginia 
Beach. He said there are also 
reports of dry wells in Larkspur 
and Kempsville. '• 

Leahy said the problem began 
when the groundwater never had 
a chance to be recharged, so 
groundwater levels were low at 
the beginning of the summer. 

He said the ^ern is identical, 
but more severe^ than a pattern 
last year when several orivate 



wells in Great Neck and Little 
Neck dried up. 

People with shallow well pumps 
are not able to get w«t'-- when 

levels drop below 25 to 30 feet. 
Leahy said the only solution is 
for the owners to call in well 
drillers to make the well deep 
enough to reach the ground- 
water, or stringing a system of 
hoses over to a neighbor who has

a two-pipe well pump, which still 
can get water from a low ground- 
water level. 

How to conserve 

Warnstaff said there are a 
variety of things residents can do 
to conserve water, whether they 
are on the city's system or getting 
water from a private well. 

"We want to make sure our 
customers have a sufficient water 
supply," he said. 

People should be careful when 
watering lawns or washing cars. 
Warnstaff said lawns should be 
watered only one or two times a 
week during the morning or early 
eveiiing to prevent evaporation. 

When washing the car, he said 
people should use a bucket and 



keep the hose turned off when it 
is not in use. 

In the house, Warnstaff 
suggests taking short showers. 
People can also put shower 
restrictors, small rubber washers 
which reduce the flow of water in 
the showerhead. 

Warnstaff said detecting leaks 
can also save water and reduce 
water bills. He said it costs about 
$1.62 for every thousand gallons 
of water. A leak can produce 170 
gallons of lost water a day, or 
S.OOO lost gallons a month, at a 
cost of about $8 a month. 

Leahy said, however, that if 
Virginia Beach is in a drought, it 
=S still in an early stage. "If we 
don't get a storm off the ocean, 
then we're going into a time that 
is very dry anyway," he said. 

It is hard to tell how long a 
drought will last, according to 
Leahy. He said the drought in 
1980-81 lasted about 18 months. 

But, he said, the city is very 
water conscious. 

Water-use levels have been 
gradually falling since the 1980 
drought, he said, event though 
the water system is serving more 
people. In 1976, a study by the 
city show^ that per capita water 
use was at 89 gallons. The study 
indicated that by 2030, per capita 
water use would be down to 78 
gallons. 

In addition, he said a city or- 
dinance requires that all new 
homes and industries install 
water-saving devices. 

"Compared to national and 
state figures, we're a water stingy 
city," Leahy said. 

Warnstaff said the department 
has always encouraged using 
water wisely, but he said now is a 
good time to re-emphasize con- 
servation.

Drought causes farming roulette

The recent high temperatures 
and dry weather could mean 
decreased yields for Virginia 
Beach corn and bean farmers, ac- 
cording to Randy Jackson, 
Cooperative Extension Service 
agent. 

Jackson estimates that there 
will be a 30 percent reduction in 
corn yields. "The corn crop is in 
serious trouble," he said. 



The rest of the state is in much 
of the same condition. Only 22 
percent of the corn crop is in the 
silk stage, according to Clarence 
Dunkerley, state statistician. Last 
year, 37 percent of the crop was 
in the silk stage. 

Jackson said although the bean 
crop is fairly resistant to damage 
by drought, this year's crop is 
showing some damage. 

The best cure would be a slow, 
steady rain to revive the bean 



crop and prevent more damage to 
the corn crop. "If nothing else, a 
few cloudy days will help," 
Jackson said. 

The hot, dry weather also 
breeds insects and diseases. 

"A farmer needs to make a 
decision-he's playing Russian 
roulette. Should he pay for insec- 
ticide to kill the insects or just 
wait and let them do the damage 
they are going to do?" he said.

Every first and third Thursday 
of the month, volunteers with 
backgrounds in banking, mer- 
chandising, administration, 
engineering and the military, 
meet at the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce to offer 
counseling to people having 
problems with their business, or 
who are just interested in starting 
a business. 

The volunt^rs are all members 
of the Service Corps of Retired 
Executives (SCORE), a free ser- 
vice sponsored by the U.S. Small 
Business Administration. 

"We try to point them into the 
direction we think is best for 
them," Bernard Lubin, president 
of the local SCORE chapter, 
said. "We will take them by the 
hswd and show them where their 
problems are and how to over- 
come them." 

Often, counselors will help 



people make decisions on 
location for the business, type of 
inventory, type of personnel and 
overhead expenses, according to 
Lubin. 

One common problem people 
who want to start a business have 
is they don't have enough money 
to do it, he said. Still others have 
little or no knowledge of federal 
and state requirements for licen- 
ses or how to prepare a tax form 
for a business. Lubin said the 
counselors try to help work out 
these problems. 

Sometimes, an individual may 
want to go into business, but isn't 
sure what to go into. "We try by 
elimination to decide what is best 
for the individual's interests," he 
said. 

One thing the counselors don't 
give is legal or accounting advice, 
according to Lubin. 

Anywhere from 10 to 20 people 
may come in for help. People can 
even request to meet counselors 



at other times besides the regular 
Thursday hours from 9:30 a.m. 
to 12:30 p.m. 

Good news 

For the most part, Lubin said 
he thinks their success rate has 
been pretty good. One Virginia 
Beach resident who came to 
SCORE for advice began her own 
medical equipment supply com- 
pany and has recently hired two 
employees, according to Lubin. 

Charles O'Donnell, Jr., a 
retired Army colonel who is one 
of the counselors, said another 
local woman bought a company 
that was in financial trouble. The 
equipment was in bad shape and 
the personnel was poor. After 
two visits to SCORE, he said She 
decided to stick >ith it and has 
managed to turn the company^ 
around. 

O'Donnell said he doesn't

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Water conservation 
a necessity 

Last week, the Virginia Beach Department of 
Public Utilities asked residents to start voluntarily 
conserving water, due to the area's dry conditions. 
The rain ovw the weekend has brought some relief 
from the dry weather, but there still is a need for 
Virginia Beach residents to continue to cut down on 
water consumption. 

In the Great Neck and Little Neck penisulas, 
people who have shallow wells have run out of 
water already. According to Thomas Leahy of the 
departnjent of public utilities, the same thing hap- 
pened last year during a dry spell and probably 
won't getjbetter until the water table has a chance 
to recharge. ~ .~_™_- 

Leahy also Jaid the recent high temperatures and 
lack of rain could be just the beginning of a long 
drought, since fall is traditionally a dry period. 

There lie miany'smiffl ways people can conserve 
water without changing their habits too drastically. 

One of the best things to do is to take showers in- 
stead of baths, turning off the water when soaping 
and turning it back on to rinse off . 



The rain over the weekend has brought some 
relief from dry weather and soaring temperatures, 
but there is a need for Virginia Beach residents to 
continue to conserve water. 




Leaving the water running while shaving, 
washing hands and brushing teeth also wastes 
water. Using cold water helps even more. 

The toilet is a big water user. One way to cut 
down on water waste is to fill two one-quart bottles 
with stones or water and place them in the tank. 
This reduces the water in the tank. It is also a good 
idea to check the toilet for leaks by placing a few 
drops of food coloring in the tank and seeing if the 
color appears in the bowl. 

Another big user of water is the washing 
machine. If the washing machine is an automatic, 
then it is best to only wash a full load. If the 
machine has several load settings, water can be 
saved by using the setting for light loads. 

Appliances like dishwashers and garbage 
disposals also use a great deal of water. Scraping 
the dishes without rinsing them in the sink first and 
running the dishwasher only when it is full helps 
conserve. The garbage disposal should be used only 
for large amounts of scraps. 

It is also a good idea to hold off on washing the 
car or watering the lawn. If water is needed for any 
outdoor use, it is best to use it before 10 a.m. and 
after 6 p.m. when there will be less water lost to 
evaporation. 

For the most part, Virginia Beach residents are 
very water conscious. Leahy said that water con- 
sumption in the area has gradually decreased since 
the 1980j81 drought, even though the water system 
has taken on additional customers. In fact, the city 
has one of the best records of conservation in the 
state. 

Residents should be proud of this record and 
should continue to be water-wise until more rains 
restore water levels.— S.M.B.

Both the Senate and the House 
of Representatives have now 
passed tax reform measures and a 
conference committee is meeting 
to reconcile the differences in the 
two bills. 

The Senate tax reform measure 
establishes a simpler and fairer 
tax system and one where 
everyone will pay lower tax rates. 

Today, there are 15 individual 
tax brackets. Under the Senate 
bill there would be just two — 15 
percent and 27 percent. More 
than 80 percent of America's tax- 
payers will pay 15 percent and no 
more. Six million working poor 
will pay nothing. And, there is a 



tough minimum tax on wealthy 
individuals and corporations that 
will ensure that everyone pays 
their fair share. 

Most importantly, by 
eliminating a vast array of deduc- 
tions, exemptions and tax credits, 
it is possible to substantially 
reduce tax rates for everyone. 
Lower tax rates will give all of us 
a much greater incentive and 
reward for hard work, savings, 
productivity, risk taking-the 
kinds of activities that create jobs 
and economic growth , and 
prosperity. 

I predict that in the give and 
take of the conference commit- 
tee, the House will move toward 
the Senate position. Of coivse, 
the House members will push for 



higher tax rates, ana to the extent 
that there is some upward 
movement, the conferees will be 
able to restore full participation 
in Individual Retirement Accounts 
and provide fairer rules of 
transition. 

I absolutely favor retaining 
IRA's. Tens of millions of 
Americans contribute to IRA's 
each year. They encourage people 
to save and invest for their own 
future security and, in turn, 
provide a pool of savings that is 
available to fuel economic 
growth. 

I believe the Congress will ap- 
prove a tax reform measure and 
the President will sign it this 
year— perhaps as early as this 
Summer. 



Get-rich-quick schemes 
milk investors of money 



House-of-cards pyramid 
schemes, popular in the early '70s 
are back in the Virginia Beach 
area and iaking gullible investors 
for millions of dollars, according 
to the July "Investor Alert," a 
quarterly publication of the North 
American Securities Ad- 
ministrators Association and the 
Council of Better Business 
Bureaus. 

Pyramid schemes have been 
operating across the country, 
touting big money for those wo 
will recruit an ever-expanding 
"matrix" of investors willing to 
pay up front for the right to 



recruit still more victims. 

The "Alert" reports that 
pyramid operators have been of- 
fering their endless chain invest- 
ments in everything from credit 
cards to fungus cultures. 
Thousands of investors have lost 
all their money when the 
pyramids collapsed. 

William H. Tankersley, 
president of the Better Business 
Bureau council said, "Consumers 
should be aware that there is a 
world of difference between 
legitimate multi-level sales com- 
panies and the fraudulent, unlaw- 
ful pryamid schemes that promise 



instant wealth for each new level 
of recruits, but inevitably crum- 
ble leaving the largest, bottom 
level of investors holding the 
bag." 

Royce Griffin, president of the 
Securities Administrators 
Association said, "Pyramid 
schemes are a particularly vicious 
scam because they prey on friend- 
ships and social groups. It Isn't 
uncommon for a religious group 
or social club to recruit its entire 
membership in these fast-buck 
"pliiBS and to subsequently lose 
every penny when there's no one 
left touring In." 



Tobacco ban for minors imposed 



A law prohibiting the purchase 
and possession of tobacco 
products by minors took effect in 
the Virginia Beach area on July 1 . 
Until now, a child of any age 
could legally purchase cigarettes, 
snuff or chewing tobacco. 

The new law will hold retailers 
accountable for selling cigarettes 
or other tobacco products to 
children under the age of 16. 
Violators will be fined as much as 
$25. 



The Virginia Interagency 
Council on Smoking or Health, 
one of the strongest advocates of 
the new legislation, is planning to 
assist retailers in implementing 
the sales regulation. 

Kevin R. Cooper, chairman of 
the Virginia Interagency Council, 
said the council plans to work 
with school superintendents 
statewide and the Virginia 
Parent-Teacher Association to 
inform children abou* the new 



law and to encourage the adop- 
tion of nonsmoking policies on 
school property.

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Teacher evaluation system to be improved 

LET'S TALK

The school board recently ap- 
proved recommendations from 
the school system's Evaluation 
Committee which call for a new 
evaluation program to be fully 
implemented during the 1988-89 
school.4£fiai.JIItf.4n£BL, exciting 
part of this whole program is the 
strong belief of both ad- 
ministrators and teachers - who 
have piloted the use of the new 
-^valualiQn„5ystem,-_ that teaching 
performance and student 
achievement will be improved. 
Data presented to the school 
board indicated that 83 percent 
of the teachers and 85 percent of 



the administrators considered the 
program provided useful infor- 
mation to help teachers improve 
their teaching practices. 

Based upon a strong response 
from pilot participants, the 
committee shunned the use of the 
evaluation for determining incen- 
tive pay. This leaves an incen- 
tive pay for performance plan, 
developed two years ago by a 
commission appointed by the 
superintendent, without a valid 
instrument for determining 
distinguished teaching. 

Most teachers silently hope 
that we will no longer be side- 
tracked by the notion that it takes 
extra money to improve a 
teacher's performance and start 
putting our energies into refining 
the evaluation system in order to 
help teachers continually improve 
their teaching skills. 

The school system seems 
headed in that direction. This 
coming school year will be spent 
working with principals on the 
skills that are needed to 
tesrehers improve— their 
mance. Principals will need RJ 
know not only how teachers can 
improve their performance, but 
how to motivate teachers to do 
so. 

Hopefully, gone are the days 
when an administrator says, 
"You must improve your class- 
room management" and expects 
the teacher to improve without 



specific direction and infor- 
mation. Training for principals 
will also stress the importance of 
using the evaluation system 
flexibly and constructively rather 
than as a rote, didactic process. 

If the training program for 
principals is successful, the 1987- 
88 school year will be spent using 
the new evaluation system with 
all teachers new to the school 
system that year. These teachers 
will receive in-service training 
prior to being evaluated. 

The school board and 
Evaluation Committee should be 
congratulated, not only for 
coming up with a new evaluation 
program, but also for the wisdom 
to test, modify, and re-test the 
new system before final im- 
plementation. There are a num- 
ber of problems to be worked out 
yet, but the exciting part of it is 
when we finish our work, 
teachers and "hiidren will benefit.

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Artist discovers * new life' in handmade fiber art

Ruth Scarlott had been paint- 
ing all her life, exhibiting her oils 
in various shows and doing 
professional portraits. But 10 
years ago, she suddenly 
discovered that she didn't want to 
paint anymore. 

She had been looking for a 
small backing sheet for one of her 
oil-on-canv8s collages, but 
couldn't find anything small 
enough. So, she said she decided 
to make her own paper. And she 
b«»me hooked on fiber art. 

Scarlott is one of several 
Hampton Roads artists who will 
be exhibiting work at the 
Association for Research and 
Englightenment's (A.R,E.) "Art 
from th Heart: A Celebration of 
Oneness" show in Virginia 
Beach. --.^=— -——"-"' — "-— 

Sometimes, Scarlott said she 
has a preconceived idea of how 
she wants the piece to turn out. 
Other times, when her handmade 
paper dries, it will curl up or twist 
and suggest images to her. 

"It's really very strange," she 
said. Scarlott compared it to the 
story of the elves and the 
shoemaker, where the shoemaker 
left his work out at night and 
found it done for him in the mor- 
nng. 

Scarlott's exhibits for the 
A.R.E. show are mostly done in 
earth tones and have some kind 
of spiritual theme. Most of the 
work is no larger than an average 
picture frame, one piece looks 
very much like an Indian 
ceremonial garment. Another is a

Once, however, she said she 
made a piece in the morning, 
dried it in the microwave, took it 
to a show that night and won an 
award for it. 

Scarlott said she likes to use 
natural fibers in her work-like 
shells, goldleaf, Thread, cotton 
rag pulp and occasionally, a very 
expensive Japanese fiber - called 



gampi - that makes a translucent 
paper. 

Preparing the paper is a tiring 
process, according to Scarlott. 
She said she has to spend hours 
soaking the fibers, pounding 
them out and drying them. 

In all, she has created and 
exhibited around SO pieces, plus 
she said there are more in her 
studio that have never been com- 
pleted. 



The 63-ycar-old artist and 
mother of two grown children 
said she doesn't see herself as the 
artistic type.

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A windy day can aggravate a 
drought even more, according to 

Jackson. Plants tend to give off 
more moisture when the wind is 
blowing. 

However, Jackson said he 
doesn't see the price of corn 

going up. The Midwest, a large 
supplier of grain, is expecting a 
bumper crop and local farmers 

already have a surplus. "The 
short-term future for grain farm- 
ing is very bleak," he added. 

As a result, Jackson said con- 
sumer prices for corn products 

will probably not increase, 
although he said it is still too 
early in the season to tell.

Seven Virginia counties have 
already filed for drought disaster 
relief and 25 more are expected to 



aoolv. according to state figures. 
Jackson said Virginia Beach 

does not have to apply for relief 
right now, but "three or four 

weeks down the road, we may 
have to apply for it." 

Even with the drought, 
Jackson said most local farmers 
are in pretty good financial 

shape, compared to many com- 
peting grain farmers in the Mid- 
west who were devastated by a 
drought last year. 

"We're just playing it by ear 
on a weekly basis," he said. "We 

just have to wait and see and 
hope and throw in a little 
prayer."

Guardian Angels' watchful eye soothing to Plaza Apartments

Like Dodge City, it wasa^place 
that needed cleaning up. 

"We had a severe crime rate 
out here~break-ins, teenagers 
harassing residents, standing on 
the corner drinking in public, 
gambling-and the police did ab- 
solutely nothing," said Leanne 

Hall. 

Police spokesmen could not be 
reached for comment by 
deadline. 

Hall, rental agent for the Plaza 
Apartments in Virginia Beach, 
said most of the trouble was con- 
centrated in front of an apart- 
ment on the comer of Coral 
Gables Court. 

"It got to a point where we had 
to board the apartment up-we 
couldn't even rent it! That's how 
bad it got," she said. "We'd 
move nice families in the apart- 
ment and the teenagers in the 
area would stand right on their 
patio, drink, raise cain, and 
then dare them to call the cops, 
"Go on out and call the cops-by 
the time you get back your tires 
will be slaved.'" 

The problem had been around 
for years. The Plaza Apartments, 
located behind Princess Anne 
Plaza, ^ad ^med a«^^ut|itiaita» 
one of tAe crime hot-spots of 
Virginia Beach. 

But Hall, a native of New 
York, had seen problems like this 
before and she had a solution. 

For a year she worked to get a 
Guardian Angels Safety Patrol 
started at the complex. Finally, 
Curtis Sliwa, founder of the 
Guardian Angels, came to the 
Plaza Apartments to assess the 



sittiatlOfl. He sawtheneed antfin 
the summer of 1984 the program 
was started. 

Guardian Angels 

The Guardian Angels, a 
private, non-profit organization 
of trained volunteers, was begun 
in New York City to patrol the 
crime-infested subways. The 
organization now has chapters in 
approximately 60 cities nation- 
wide. After a 10-week training 
program in first aid, self defense, 
and citizens' arrest procedures, 
volunteers conduct unarmed 
safety patrols in their neigh- 
borhood. 

Clarence Grant, Jr., a trim 
young black man with a soft 
voice and ready smile, was 
chosen to head the new Southside 
Hampton Roads chapter. Grant, 
a Hampton Roads resident, had 
been trained by the Newport 
News Guardian Angels chapter. 

The boards were pulled from 
the apartment at Coral Gabies 
Court and Grant moved in to 
begin the task of organizing the 
chapter. Rent and utilities were 
provided free by the Plaza Apart- 
ments in exchange for security. 

After about three weeks, volun- 
teers were recruited and the 
patrols began in earnest. 

"They would just literally walk 
up behind the kids that were 
gambling and drinking and just 
stand over them," Hall said. 
"Well, it's quite difficult to gam- 
ble and drink when you've got a 
security patrol standing over your 
shoulders. 

"So they eventually caught on 
to the idea that it wasn't going to 



do IhlJHrTOKn jodd to doTf " 
around here and to move on. 
And that -s exactly what they 
did." 

Before long conditions at the 
complex began to improve~im- 
provement that Grant feels can 
be attributed to the Guardian 
Angels. 

''They would just 
literally walk up behind 
the kids that were gam- 
bling and drinking and 
just stand over them, " 
Hall said. ''Well it's 
quite difficult to gam- 
ble and drink when 
you've got a security 
patrol standing over 
your shoulders.'' 

"If we weren't staying here like 
we were, then I don't think we 
would have made too much dif- 
ference," Grant said. "When 
people know that there is 
someone that has respect for the^ 
plafce that they live, they're going 
to take it someplace else, 'cause 
they don't want the trouble of 
someone telling them how to turn 
their music up or how to drink 
their liquor. 

"After the first year the only 
thing we've been involved with 
was trying to catch someone 
who's breaking into apartments 
or setting dumpsters on fire- 



"scmething like that; After 4hefirst*^^. 
year the major stuff was gone. " 
gone." 

Although based at the Plaza 
Apartments, the Southside Hamp- 
ton Roads chapter patrols Nor- 
folk, Virginia Beach, Ports- 
mouth, and Chesapeake, concen- 
trating on high crime areas 
through random patrols. 

Contrary to what one might 
think, the Guardian Angels are a 
very low-profile group. 

"Most of the residents don't 
even know that we've got them 
here because they don't see 
them," Hall said. Although the 
Guardian Angels patrol the area 
24 hours a day, the majority of 
their patrols are run at night 
when most residents are inside. 

Lack of public awareness has 
also worked against the Guardian 
Angels. The organization is fun- 
ded solely through individual 
contributions, contributions that 
Grant said don't come very of- 
ten. 

"We got a few contributions at 
the beginning, but not too many 
since we first moved here," he 
said. Most of the expenses are 
paid by the volunteers them- 
selves. 

Because of the lack of funds 
the chapter recently fl»t its' 
telephone service-a loss that 
Grant feels has hurt its effec- 
tiveness. 

"If people that have some 
problem try to get in contact with 
us, if we're not out there and ac- 
tually see it then we don't know 
what's going on until we find out 
the next day. Like, if someone's 
breaking in someone's house and 
someone across the hall sees them

The Plaza Apartments are 
experimenting with a! beeper 
system that will enable residents 
to contact the Guardian Angels if 
an emergency should arise. 

Even with the problems of 
funding and lack of public 
awareness. Hall feels the 
program has been a huge success 
at the complex. 

"I can see a massive im- 
provement," Hall said. "When I 
came here four years ago I 
wouldn't walk back on Coral 
Gables-now I have no fear of it. 
We've been very, very pleased 
with the results. 

"About six months ago we had 
a rash of break-ins~of a kid 
breaking in. He had a glasscutter 
and he'd cut a small hole in the 
windowpane at the patio door, 
reach his arm in, undo the dead- 
bolt, and bam he got in. Well, 
they caught him. In two weeks 
time we had him and put him 
away." 

According to Grant, most of 
their activities are not quite as 
dramatic. In most cases they call 
the police. They resort to maldng 
a citizen's arrest only when ab- 
solutely necessary. The most 
common occurence. Grant said, 
is the arrest of a drunk. 

"We'll keep an eye on them. 
We don't let them go anywhere, 
but we probably won't even 
touch them-they probably won't 
even know we're there. We call 
the police and the polcie come 
and get them." 

The danger is 
always there 

Long nights on patrol in the 
worst sections of the city, little 
public recognition for the effort- 
it's difficult to understand why a 
man would spend his own time 
this way. 

Perhaps the answer can be 
found in Clarence Grant's apart- 
ment. Tacked on the wall amid 
a mass of Guardian Angels 



leaflets is a p^e written by 
Grant: ' .™«.,^,_ ...,...,., 

"Sitting in the security setting 
of a mellow lifestyle. B^etng 
without street sense, socially 
retarded, and scared of my own 
shadow. I became a Guardian 
Angel against all odds, because 
someone had to do something. 
Someone had to take on the dirty 
task of caring about other people 
being afraid to take a chance on 
living life outside of their 
chained, latched, and dead bolted 
doors." 

Clarence Grant is proud of 
what he has become. Proud of 
himself and proud of the Guar- 
dian Angels. 
But there is more. 
He talked about a seven-year- 
old girl who cursed him the day 
he moved to the apartment. The 
cursing stunned him, but Grant 
could see the child behind the 
words. Each time he saw her he'd 
talk to her, no matter how much 
she tested his patience. 

"Sooner or later she mellowed 
out," Grant said. "Each time 
you see her now you see a little 
blushing on her face. She stopped 
all that cussing and whatnot, she 
started picking up her grades and 
everything, m m 

"You jnigl« a^J^ what? 
What's that?' 

"A lot of people go into 
something saying they want to 
save the world and they come to 
find out sooner or later that the 
world is too big a place to try to 
save. 

"But how about one little grain 
of sand? That one little grain of 
sand might wind up coming 
closer than you did. 
"Then you done your job." 
So every night Clarence Grant 
and his fellow Guardian Angels 
walk the dimly lit streets while the 
city sleeps. Looking for things 
that shouldn't be~doing a job 
that gets little recognition. 
But they don't mind. 
They're sot out to save the 
world. Just a little piece.

Report reveals 
teacher shortages 

A recent report by the National Education Association shows the 
Virginia Beach school system is one of 100 major school systems in the 
country that will be suffering from a teacher shortage this fall. 

The association survey, conducted by the Commercial Analysts 
Company of New York, states there are 32,300 vacancies in the largest 
districts. 

The shortage could be twice or triple the 32,300 figure. There are 
more than 15,700 school districts in the nation. The association survey 
only dealt with districts of 30,000 students or more. 

Fairfax County is reporting 130 teacher vacancies. 

The association is urging school districts not to hire under-qualified 
teachers to fill the vacancies.

Hot weather car tips for drivers 



July and August can be 
unhappy months for many cars, 
especially with^ the hot weather 
and heavy traffic in Virginia 
Beach. 

Tfa car*s engine has overheated 
severely, there's a good chance 
that the cylinders or cam shafts 
have been scored, or the bearings 
badly worn. 

Here arc some hot weather tips 
that can help prevent ovef- 
heating: 

•Be sure your radiator is 
checked and contains the proper 
coolant. Don't just add water. 
Pure water boils at a lower tem- 
perature than water mixed with 
anti-freeze. Be sure to use a 50/50

mix of water and anti-freeze to 
keep the boiling point as high as 
possible and carry a gallon or two 
in the trunk. 

•Blast bugs off the radiator 
with a garden hose. Cleair them 
out with a stiff bristled brush. 
Proper air flow for your radiator 
not only keeps the engine cool 
but also cools the transmission 
oil. 

•Be sure the transmission oil is 
at the proper level. If it's a brown 
color and smells burnt, change it. 
Have the bands in your 
automatic transmission adjusted 
before going on any long trips. 
The weight of a trailer could be 
just enough to cause the bands to 
slip. 

•Inspect fan belts to check if 
they are glazed or cracked. If a 
belt breaks or slips badly on a hot 
day, the coolant won't circulate 
propo'ly and the car will overheat. 



The battery and air conditioner 
will suffer too. Inspect the hoses. 
Are they cracked or mushy? If 
there is any doubt, replace the 
belts and hose before you start. 

•Turn off air coriditTohTiig W" 
the engine is overheating. Air 
conditioning puts a big load on 
the cooling system. 

•Wait until the engine cools to 
take the radiator cap off; The 
radiator is full of super-heated 
water under pressure which can 
explode. 

•Change the oil regularly. Start 
thinking about oil changes every 
3,000 miles no matter what the 
car manual says. As engine oil 
gets dirty, it loses lubricating 
power; high friction means a hot 
engine. Change the oil before 
going on a long trip. Always use a 
high quality oil. Change the filter 
too. It can contain a quart of 
filthy oil.

RicketU said Virginia Beach 
was on target through May and 
until the end of June, then slowed 
down in July. He said sales are 
again beginning to pick up. 

There has been a loss in 
customers coming to hotels 
without reservations, which 
makes up 30 percent of hotel 
business in the summer, accor- 
ding to Ricketts. 

He said the slump also tends to 
have a ripple effect on other 
businesses, since tourists shop at 
local malls, go to restaurants and 
buy gas. 

One reason why there has been 
a decrease in business, Ricketts 
said, is because schools in New 
York, New Jersey and 
Washington, D.C. did not let out 
until July 1. He said that kept

other areas. 

In addition, the increasing 
nuinbcr of hotels being built in 
Virginia Beach tends to spread a 
slowdown over all the hotels. 

Although figures are not in yet, 
tourism will probably show an 
increase this year, but "it will not 
be up to the projections." 

The city has started a $300,000 
advertising campaign to boost 
business. Newspaper and radio 
ads are encouraging people from 
Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio 
and Virginia to visit Virginia 
Beach, according to Ricketts. He 
said inquiries from the ads have 
been good so far. \ 

"It's not been a bad summer, 
it's just been sluggish and it's not 
normal," he said. 

Ricketts said there are several 
reasons why the industry expec- 
ted better returns this year. In 



March, the economy was in good 
shape— salaries were going up 
and interest rates were low. The 
low price of gas also was an en- 
couragement for travelers. 

Ricketts speculates that another 
reason tourism is down is 
because people are not just 
staying in Virginia Beach for 
their whole vacation, but visiting 
a variety of attractions. 

But Ricketts said the economy 
has slowed down since then. 
Vacationers are also doing a lot 
of shopping around, he said, 
looking for quality at a 
reasonable price and not spen- 
ding^ite as much.

Over 2,400 Virginia Beach 
teachers, teacher aides, school 
nurses and psychologists belong 
to the Virginia Beach Education 
Association.

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Conflict-of-interest 
a positive step 

A challenge to the Virginia Beach City Council's 
conflict-of-interest ordinance, which requires 
council members to abstain from voting or 
discussing issues involving a personal interest, was 
recently dropped. 

Two coundl members felt the ordinance should 
be changed so that council members could abstain 
from voting, but would not have to say why. The 
ordinance currently requires council members to 
explain their abstentions. 

The ordinance also requires city officials, in- 
cluding members of the planning commission, the 
development authority, the city attorney, the city 
clerk, the city real estate assessor and other ^f- . 
ficiaJs, to f!ie"yearly financial reports. 

The city coundl should be commended for adop- 
ting the ordinance. The advantages are two-fold. 

First, city residents have the right to know about 
special interests that could influence how a council 
member would vote on an issue. And by preventing^ 



council members from voting on issues involving 
personal interests, residents know the council is not 
just looking out for themselves, although council 
members may not intentionally use their position to 
further their own interests. 

Second, it also benefits council members by 
providing guidelines in case of a conflict of interest. 
For example, the ordinance names the officials who 
must submit financial reports. One proposed 
change in the ordinance would add three more of- 
ficials to the list. Another change would set the 
reportable limit on gifts at $200. 

However, there is one disadvantage to the or- 
dinance. The insights of council members— who 
might be knowledgeable about an issue because 
they have a personal stake in it— would be lost. 

On the whole, the ordinance seems to be a good 
one. The one major disadvantage is outweighed by 
the advantages to council members and to city 
residents.— S.M.B.

Alternatives for deaf students 



Editor: 

I read witli interest your 
recent article on "the invisible 
handicap" of Keith Doran. The 
story of his parents' search for an 
appropriate education for their 
son is a common one for many 
families with a hearing-imparied 
child. 

For two years I served as 
Public Relations Director for the 
Clarke School for the Deaf in 
Northampton, Massachusetts. I 
met several families like the 
Dorans. However, thanks to the 
education he received at the 
Model Secondary School for the 
Deaf (MSSD) at Gallaudet, Keith 
Doran's future looks bright. But, 
1 would like to point out that sign 
language is not the only form of 



education or communication 
available to the hearing impaired. 

One alternative to sign 
language is offered at The Clarke 
School~the first school in the 
United States to teach deaf 
children to speak and to read lips 
to help them compete suc- 
cessfully in the hearing world. 
This type of education is known 
as the oral method. Clarke 
•teaches no sign language what- 
soever. 

Through the oral method, 
Clarke students receive intensive 
training in regular academic sub- 
jects to prepare them for entry in- 
to public high schools, usually at 
the tenth grade level, where they 
learn to compete and interact 
with their hearing peers. 



Clarke receives children 
nationwide, as well as from 
several foreign countries. Its 
graduates have gone on to attend 
more than 200 colleges, univer- 
sities and other post-secondary 
programs, and have entered vir- 
tually all walks of life. 

While the MSSD program and 
the use of sign language is the an- 
swer for many deaf children, 
there are other types of education 
available to the hearing impaired. 
I just wanted to share with your 
readers one such alternative~the 
oral method as is taught at The 
Clarke School. Many deaf 
children can, and do, learn to 
speak.

But Roliand Doer- 
fer, president of Single Parents of 
Virginia Beach, a branch of the 
national Parents Without Part- 
ners, would like to see that image 
change. 

Doerfer said the organization 
offers support for single parents. 
"The purpose is to provide an 
opportunity to be with people in 
the same situation," he said. 

Mary White, adult activities 
director for the group, said it was 
a great way for her to meet single 
friends. "Having no family in the 
area, it's a great support 
system," White said. "I'm just 
500 percent in favor of Parents 
Without Partners." 

Georglana Cox, vice president 
for membership, said she has 
tried to make her five years with 
Single Parents a positive ex- 
perience. "1 don't know what I 
would have done without it. It's a 
great support group," she said. 

Doerfer said the group offers 
some kind of activity almost 
every night of the week. 
Discussion sessions on dealing 
with divorce or death of a spouse, 
and the problems of single paren- 
ting are held in members' homes. 
The group also holds a dance 
every weekend. 

On big activity is the group's 
annual "Fun in the Sun" 
weekend held last week. The 
Virginia Beach chapter invited 
Parents Without Partners mem- 
bers from all over the country to 
come and stay with local mem- 
bers for $30, according to Doer- 
fer. The group held two dances, a 
beach picnic and a brunch. 

But he said Single Parents also 
try to focus on the family. White 
said the group offers programs 
for children that families on a 
single-parent budget can afford, 
like family volleyball, picnics and 
a puppet show. 

All members of the group are 
carefully screened, according to 



Doerfer. Members have to be 
divorced, separated, widowed or 
single with an adopted child.

He said they are plaiming to put 
newsletters in doctors offices and 
barber shops and start offering a 
speaker's bureau. 

"We want the community at 
large to know what we're all 
about," he said.

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Foreclosure may not 
mean loss of home 



No luck 



The incidence of foreclosure is 
increasing in Virginia Beach 
because df current economic 
conditions. Foreclosures often 
can be prevented if homeowners 
are willing to take control of 
' troubling financial situations. 

"As soon as you realize 
foreclosure is possible because 
you can't meet your mortgage 
payment, get in touch with the 
lender," said Glen Mitchell, 
Virginia Tech Extension con- 
sumer economist. 

Homeowners should be 
prepared to discuss why they fell 
behind in pmyment, how long the 
present difficult situation may 
continue, and how they intend to 
make up the missing payments. 

"A previous record of making 
payments regularly and on time 
may give the lender confidencein" 
you," Mitchell said. 

He warned against making any 
promise of payment that cannot 
be kept. 

McHt mortgage itdders will b<K 
want to pursue foreclosure. Fore- 



closure means that the lender 
who holds the mortgage deed has 
the right to sell the property to 
recover the loan, because the 
homeowner failed to make the 
payments. 

"Banks and savings and loans 
are not in the house-selling 
business," Mitchell said. "Fore- 
closure is a problem for them, 
too, especially if the price of 
houses is depressed. They are at 
risk of selling for a loss." 

Short-tenn solutioas 

A short-term solution is for the 
debtor to continue paying interest 
on the m<»1gage, but stop paying 
on the principal until his or her 
financid situation improves. The 
arrangement actually benefits the 
'liHKler because the debtor pays 
y more interest in the long run. 

The lender may also be willing 
to refinance the loan with smtdler 
payments over a longer period of 
time,- though there probably 
would be some extra fees for 



reflnancing. 

"A short-tnm loan may cxny 
you through the crisis," Mitchell 
said. "You may be able to 
borrow against the cash value of 
a life instirance policy or get a 
low into-est loan from your credit 
union." 

While some financial coun- 
selors suggest seeking a Mcond 
mortgage to help pay off the fir- 
st, Mitchell doesn't reccmimend 
it. 

"Usually, the interest rate on a 
second mortgage is hi^er than, 
the first, and may just create ad*- 
ditional flnanciid hardship," he 
says. "Then, too, it may be voy 
difflcult to find someone willing 
to give a second mortgage to a 
high-risk person.

"If losing your home becomes 
inevitable, you should continue 



to take control of the situation as 
much as possible to minimize 
losses," MitcheU said. 

"Try to sell the house yourself, 
rathCT thu letting the lender sell 
it during a foreclosure 
proceeding," he says. "Don't 
panic. Take your time, but don't 
freeze." 

The lender may be satufied to 
sell the house at a price that will 
just recoup the cost of the due 
loan plus expenses. A 
homeowner may be able to get 
more for the house, and if the 
house has appreciated, keep the 
differoice between the amount 
owed ud the selling price of the 
house. 

Mitchell wa rns yiatost turning 
over any prbpertyr 'eveii teiff-' 
porarily, to a third party. Check 
with a lawyer or a flnancial ad- 
visor before turning over a 
property or taking out a second 
mortgage. ........

Here it is the middle of sum- 
mer, and you think you are suf- 
fering from the heat. Have you 
stopped to consider what your 
professional firefighters are 
going through? 

For every call that is dispat- 
ched to the fu-e station, at least 
one pumper with three fire- 



fighters respond. One of those 
firefighters rides in what we call a 
jumpseat. Tiiis seat is located on 
the outside of the truck behind 
the drivers seat and on the other 
side behind the front passenger 
seat. The engine for the pumper 
divides the two jumpseats. 

After several minutes, the 
motor is warmed up and the heat 
begins to radiate off, basking the 
firefighters much like a crock pot 
does to a roast. Compound this 
with a major building fure or even 
a small brush fire and you will 
find that firefighters take the 
summer months seriously. 



Whenever the call is dispat- 
ched, the firefighters 
automatically put on thirty 
pounds of rue coat and pants, 
then they slip a thirty-five pouhdT 
air bottle on their baxk. 

They will then grab a six pound 
axe and maybe they will only 
have to walk up three flights of 
stairs before having to handle a 
one-and-three-quarter inch fire 
hose with nine^ pounds of back 
pressure. 

Fire trucks are not air con- 
ditioned. The dramatic tem- 
peratures change from a coai 78 
degrees to a hot 1600 degree 



room on fire causes severe 
problems with the human body. 
So firefighters carry large water 
coolers on the fire trucks and 
drink plenty of liquids during the 
summer months. 

So if you see a Virginia Beach 
firefighter on your street or any- 
where fighting a fire, big or 
small, remember that the heat is 
getting to them, more than you 
can imagine. 

Test your smoke detector for 
this month and try to purchase 
one for otch room in the house.

Local boaters offered 
tips for safer sailing 



About half the recreational 
boating deaths each year occur 
under circumstances in which 
lifesaving devices were available 
but were not used. 

About 23 percent of the deaths 
resulted because the devices were 
not available. As a result, 
Virginia Beach boating en- 
thusiasts should use on extra 
ounce of caution this season. 

Boating safety authorities said 
more than 800 recreational 
boating fatalities are expected 
this year. 

Here are some suggestions for 
preserving life and property this 
season: 

•Air out the engine compar- 
tment before starting the engine 
to prevent flash fires and ex- 
plosions. Gasoline fume buildup 
is a common problem in boats 
with inboard engines. 

•Avoid fire and explosion by 
not smoking while refueling the 
boat. 

•Do not permit anyone to ride 



on the bow. Bow riding accidents 
have been known to result in 
serious injury and death. 

•Prepare a checklist of equip- 
ment and operating procedures to 
be used before spending a day on 
the water. 

•Check weather reports before 
venturing onto the water and 
watch the sky for signs of sudden 
storms. 

•Observe the requirements of 
the capactiy plate on your boat 
and do not Overload. 

•Always anchor from the bow, 
not from the transom. A boat 
can swamp in seconds because 
the strong current or because the 
stern is lowered in an attempt to 
raise a snagged anchor, permit- 
ting a wave to wash aboard. 

•Stay with the boat and don't 
try to swim to shore if it capsizes 
or swamps. Those who swim for 
shore often drown while those 
who stay with the boat are 
rescued. 

•Teach small children to stay

•Always know the idiosyn- 
crasies of the boat being 
operated, the rules of safe 
boating, and the waters being 
navigated. 

•Never stand in a small boat or 
allow passengers to do so. If it is 
necessary to move around while 
underway, do so with extreme 
caution. 

•Consider inst8llati<ni of as 
on-board electronic com- 
munication system for sum- 
moning help when necessary. 

•Consider installing detectcn? 
and a burglar alarm device 
aboard your b<mt to protect it 
when it is docked. 

•If the boat is a large yacht 
with poor rear visibility, consider 
installing a camera and 
monitoring device to aid in 
backing up when docking. 

•Always leave word with a 
responsible person of the 
destination and the expected time 
of arrival.

Arboretum provides 
new view of trees 



The Tidewater Arboretum, 
located on Diamond Springs 
Road just off of Northampton 
Boulevard, includes a splendid 
variety of over 400 nursery trees 
and slmibs. 

An arboretum is a place where 
trees, shrubs and herbac^jus 
plants are grown for educational 
and scientific purposes. 
Established in 1973, the 
Tidewater Aroboretum has the 
largat collation of new snd 
unusual landscape plants in Tide- 
water. 

Located on the grounds of the 
Virginia Truck and Ornamentals 
Raearch Station, the arboretum 
is the work of Dr. Daniel C. 
MUbocker. Dr. Milbocker has in- 
tended the arboretum to give 
both homeownen jnd the nur- 
soy/landsc^x industry a chance 
to see wl^ trees am (to for a land- 
scape. 

Most Virginia Beach raidenu 
are familiar with only a few land- 
scape trees and shrubs. The ar- 



boretum brings people in ccutact 
with unusual trees, like the semi- 
evergreen Drake ehn, the Golden 
Twig dogwood, and the fast- 
growing Dawn redwood. The 
grounds also contain a large 
variety of oaks, crape myrtles, 
maples, and ornamental pears as 
well as an extensive selection of 
shrubs and groundcovers. 

Many new and beautiful 
varieties of trees and shrubs are 
developed at isolated nurseries. 
These plants, donated largely by 
members of the Virginia Nur- 
serymen's Association, can be 
viewed by landscape architects 
and retail niu'serymen. 

Dr. Milbocker is constantly 
monitoring the collection to see 
which plants will fare the best in 
the Tidewater climate. Selections 
which do poorly are removed and 
replaced with antxha- new or 
unusual plant. Trees and shrubs 
are alro replace when they get 
too large-or become widdy ac- 
oqMed by the local mffsery/land- 



scape industry. 

Adjacent to the arboretum is 
the Plant Introduction NursCTy 
where Dr. Milbocker and his 
associates screen new plant 
materials for performance and 
disease resistance. He is currently 
monitoring 32 vari^^ of mildew 
rnistant crape myrtles donated 
by the National Arbor^um in 
Washington, D.C. 

Dr. Milbocker estimates that 
between 500 to 1 ,000 visiton tour 
the arboretum each year. Visits 
by the public are welcome. A 
large green mailbox at the en- 
trance to the grounds often a 
sheet describing the name uid 
location of the various plantinp 
for a self-guided tour. 

Virginia Beach homeownCTS 
can get many exceUrat and free 
landscaping ideas from (me short 
visit. The visitor can evm return 
several times to observe the 
seasonal changes in tte plaats.
